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JEWS’ COLLEGE 
CENTENARY 


New Building to 
Cost £150,000

On Wednesday, exactly one hundred 
years after Jews’ College was 
first opened “for the education and 
training of Rabbis. Ministers, 
Preachers, Readers, and Teachers of 
religion for Jewish congregations,” the 
foundation-stone of its new building 
in Montagu Square, London, was laid 
by Mr. Alan. A. Mocatta, O.B.E., 
Q.C.. the Chairman of the Council, 
and dedicated by the Chief Rabbi, the 
President of the College. 

This ceremony, which, in the words of 
Rabb: Brodie, symbolised * our 
unclouded faith” in -the generosity, 
undersianding, and devotion of the 
great Anglo-Jewish community at home 


was the central .feature. of 
the College’s Centenary celebrations. 


Thanksgiving Service 


On Wednesday, too, a_ thanksgiving 
service was held at. St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue, Abbey Road, N.W.8, in the 
course of which the Chief Rabbi defined 
and reaffirmed. the purposes of ihe 
College. A reception. was also held at 
the University: of. London, with which 


Jews’ College has had close associations. 


The ceremony of laying the foundation- 
stone was ‘held in a marquee. on the 
empty site where the new. building of 
Jews’ College -is to be completed - within 
the next two-and a half -years—at a cost 
of £150,000. Another £30,000 will be 
needed? to equip it as a proper teaching 
and residential college. 

The gathering included the Israeli 
Ambassador, Mr: Ehahu Elath, and mdny 
leading communal figures, lay and 
spiritual. in London and the provinces. 

he ceremony began with the reciting 
of Scriptural verses by the Haham, Dr. 
S. Gaon, Vice-President of the College, 
and by Rabbi Dr. L. Epstein, its Principal. 

Addressing the gathering, Mr. Mocatta 
said that it was exactly 100 year’. since 
the college had opened its doors to 
Students. Ever since. it had trained a 
Succession of pious, devout, and learned 
teachers -of. Judaism. who subse- 
quently served in congregations through- 
Oul this country and abroad.

Conference Proposal

His statement was made in the form 
of a méssage sent at Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver's request to a .mass. rally at 
Madison Square Garden on Tuesday, 


where 20.000 Jews were addressed by 
leaders of Zionist and non-Zionist organ- 


isations and pledged their solidarity with 


Israel.

Agreement “ Imperative ” 


Stating that a peaceful Middle Eastern 
settlement “ becomes daily more impera- 
tive,’ the President emphasised that a 
true. and lasting peace must be based on 
a just and reasonable setilement, 

“It seems to me,” he added, “ that 
current problems are capable of resolu- 
tion. by peaceful means. There is no 
reason why a settlement of these prob- 
lems cannot be found.” . When realised, 
he would, he said, be prepared to recom- 
mend that América should join in formal] 
treaty engagements to guarantee — the 
agreed. borders. 

Pledging continued American efforts to 
prevent violence in -the Middle East, 
President Eisenhower said: “ By firm 
friendship towards Israel and all other 
Near East nations we shal! continue to 
contribute to world peace.”’ 

After reading the President's statement, 
Rabbi Silver, who is a leading supporter

the part of the U.S.A. Government

DEPUTIES’ CONCERN FOR ISRAEL 
Call to Britain for Bilateral Pact

4 call to “all Governments in all 
parts of the world “ nol to supply any 
arms to belligerent Arab States , and 
1» the Governments of the United 
Kingdom, the United States, and 
France to restore “a strict military 
balance” between Israel and her 
neighbours, was made at a meeting of 
the Board of Deputies at Woburn 
House, London, on Sunday. . 

Moved by the President of the Board, 
B. Jannerk, M.P. (Leeds United), 
and supported by the Chairman of the 
Ereits Israel Committee, Mr. S. Tere 
(Hove), and carried with a handful of 
dissenuient votes, the resolution also 
appealed to Her Majesty s Government to 
reconsider the question of 
defence treaty wich Israel. 

in a reference to Sir Anthony Eden's 
latest. Middle East proposals, Mr. Janner 
sad that any suggestion of territorial 
concessions. to the Arabs at Israel's 
expense amounted io a reward for frus- 
jraicd aggression in the past and would 
only whet the appettte of the attackers 
for more bribes in the future. 


Anglo-Jewry’s “ Focal Centre ” 


The attitude of Jewish organisations, 
especially. the World Jewish Congress, to 
ihe problems of North Africa, and the 
fuiure of Woburn House as the commu- 
nal centre of Anglo-Jewry were the othe:

Cases,

The President concluded that a bilateral 
treaty between Britain and Israel 
“guaranteeing Israel's border — and 
security,” accompanied by a. supply of 
arms, had assumed today greater urgency 
than before.

“In this new situation of grave dangers 
to the State of Israel, the Board of 
Deputies resolves 

(a) To cal! upon all Governments in ail 
parts of the worid to cease the supply of arms 
to any Arab State which remains at war with 
Irae! and is not prepared to negotiate a sctiic- 
ment with her; 

* (bh) The Board of Deputics calis upon H.M 
Government. conjunction with the UU S:A 
and France: to act in accordance with the 
Tripartite Declaration and to make such arrange- 
ments forthwith as will assure the continuous 
maintenance of a Mrict military balance between 
israc! and: her Arab neighbours. This can only 
be done through furnishing Israe! with arms 
equal to those flowing to the Arab States : 

‘“(c¢) In this new situation the Board of 
Deputies appea's to H.M. Government to fe- 
consider the question of a bilatera! treats with 
Israci. similar to the treaties existing with cer- 
tain Arab States 
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**(d) The Board of Deputies is convinced that 
the maintenance of a_ political and military 
balance between Israc! and the Arab States is 
the safest means to avert a conflagration in the 
Middie East and to prepare the ground for an 
eventual settiemem of the Arab-Israchi conflict, 
a settiement for which, as is well known, Israci 
has striven and is continuing to strive.” 


Supporting the resolution—which was 
greeted with loud applause—Mr. Teff said 
that it had been considered by the Erets 
Isracl Committee (of which he is the 
Chairman) and approved unanimously. 


He appealed to the Board that “in con- 


formity with the solemn nature of the 
problem” and in view of the fact that 
the position in the Middle East had been 
already fully discussed at the previous 
meeting, the resolution be passed unani- 
mously and without discussion. 

Because of opposition from Mr. A. 
Stein (Philpot Street) and some lack of 
firmness in the chair, neither decorum 
nor complete unanimity was forthcoming. 

Amid uproar and protest, Mr, Stein 
—on a point of order—said that there had 
been no notice given nor advance copies 
available of the resolution, and that 
while he would support some of its 


points, he could not agree with the. rest. 


Chairman Reverses Ruling 
Mr. Janner then asked for a-vote on 
whether a discussion sheuld take place. 
On a show of hands the majority declared 


against a debate, but the President stated 


that since the majority was slight he would 
allow a discussion. There were, however, 
renewed protesis from Deputies, and he 
reversed his ruling and put the resolution 
to the vote, paragraph by paragraph. 
Each paragraph was adopted wih the 
varying dissent of from one to four 
Deputies. [ft is understood that repre- 
sentations to the Foreign Office in further- 
unce of the resohution are to be. made 
by a delegation of the Board.] 

Mr. Stetn, whose attempt to move an 
amendment to the resolution had been 
brushed aside by Mr. Janner, then moved 
a vote of censure on the Chairman on, the 
grounds that by preventing a discussion 
and refusing to take an amendment, his 
conduct had. been unconstitutional and 
without precedent, 

Mr, J. Pearce (Workers’ Circle), who 


seconded the motion. said that he did so 


not because of the contents of the resolu- 
tion but because of the way in which it 
had. been handled. 

Taking the chair. vacated by 
Janner for the duration of the censure 
motion, the Senior Vice-President, Ald. 
A. Moss, J.P. (Manchester, Central), said 
that whatever differences might. exist 
within the Board they all recognised the 
overriding urgency and seriousness of 
the matter they had debated. (Cries from 
the floor: “* There was no debate !"), 


Mr. Percy COHEN (West London Syna-: 


gogue) said that while he did not identify 
himself with either the mover or. the 
seconder of the motion, he must State 
that he bad never known anything to be 
lost by discussion. Following Mr. Cohen's 
appeal, the motion was withdrawn. - 

Mr. Janner, résuming the chairmanship, 
said. that he had nothing to apologise 
for: both under the constitution and by 
past precedent. he was entitled to ask 
the Board to forgo a debate.

fhe: report of the 
submitted -by its Chairman. Mr. J. JUNG 
(Mile End). was adopted after an attack 
on the usefulness of that committee. by 
Mr. H. -Goopman, J.P. (Union. 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregation), had 
heen repudiated by Ald. Moss and Dr, L. 
Korpetowitz (United Workmen's and 
Wlodowa). 

Introducing the report of the Foreign 


Affairs Committee. of which he is the 
Chairman, Mr. Janner said that they 
must be vigilant to ensure ‘that the 


promises of full equality and safety given 
io the Jewish population by the leaders 
of Moroccan nationalism were accepted 
by their followers and implemented in 
practice. 

Mr. Goodman crilicised what he called 
the “* vast secrecy which surrounded the 
recemt meeting of Jewish representatives 
on North Africa in Paris. He also accused 
the World Jewish Congress of negotiating 
with the Moroccan Nationalist leaders 
behind the back of the Jewish community 
there and without any reference to the 
French authorities. This was a grave dis- 
service to North African Jewry, he said. 

Mr. S. W.. (Vine Court) rephed 
that the W.J.C. had not started its nego- 
tiations in Morocco “ just now.” The 
statement.by.the reinstated Sultan on the 
future position of Jews in Morocco was 
‘the culmination of two years of solid 
work’ by the W.J.C., and its action 
might have averted another pogrom. 

To an inquiry by Mr. M. SHLOIMOVITZ 
(Huddersfield). on the Board's altitude to 
Mr. Goodman's suggestion to convene a 
conferences of Jewish organisations on the 
situation in the Middle East. the Presi- 
dent replied that it would have to be 
considered. But ‘what was needed was 
a method of action which would produce 
“most effect and least discussion.”

JACOB AND ESAU 


And the boys grew; and Esau 
was a cunning hunter, a man of the 
field; and Jacob was a quiet man, 
dwelling in tents. Now Isaac loved 
Esau, because he did eat of his 
venison ; and Rebekah loved Jacob 
(Gen. xxv, 27-28). 


SAAC loved Esau “ because he 
did eat of his venison ’—the 
peaceful man showing, almost 
against his will, his admiration for 
the man who, though insensitive to 
the finer things of life, does get 
things done. | 
It is a similar motive which enables 
the quietly inoffensive man to take 
delight in tales of violence. But how 
often ‘has this motive excused the most 
brutal excesses? How many people 
overlooked Mussolini's -aggression 
because he made the Italian trains run 
to schedule? How many admired 
Hitler in secret, as a man of action, 
overlooking the horrors perpetrated in 
the Third Reich ? Much of the 
tragedy of the twentieth century can 
be traced to the curious attraction of 
opposites which allows kindly, decent, 
good-natured men to respect the 
dictator who dazzles with his apparent 
ability to achieve practical results 
without considering their cost in terms 
of human. misery. . 


‘THE Bible does not portray Jacob 

as an immaculate saint, nor, for 
that matter, is -Esau depicted as an 
unredeemed sinner... Jacob had his 
faults and Scripture does not seek to 
conceal them, neither are the good 
points of Esau lost sight of in. the 
narrative. But the Jewish people have 
always invested the character of Jacob 
with the kindly. virtues--svmpathy. 
compassion, the love.of learning —and 
have mightily striven to. follow. the 
Patriarch’s example while condemning 
the cruelty and inhumanity of Esau. 

One of the most prevalent miscon- 
ceptions. of the Jacob-hke character 
is that it contributes little to the prac- 
tical life of mankind. The Philistine 
complains that the thinker, the 


. dreamer. the saint. the scholar. do not 


play their part in the daily life of 


truth tn this conception. 


humanity. little 
Quite apurt 
from the beauty of the coniemplative 
virtues taught by those who ”“ dwell 
in tents,” is it correct to say that. these 
men have no influence on practical 
affairs? A mere nodding acquain- 
tance with history will show us that 
the opposite is true. 


But there is vers 


[N our own day, some of the most 
significant changes in our lives have 
been brought about by the dwellers 
in tents; by Freud, uncovering the 
depths of human personality; by 
Finstein, mapping out a new. picture 
of the Universe ; even by Karl Marx, 
much as we detest the results of the 
Marxist philosophy, sitting day by day 
in the reading room of the British 
Museum. And, perhaps the most 
significent example of ali. that of 
Gandhi bringing about the regenera- 
tion of a whole people by the force 
of his sheer goodness and idealism. 
Not that it is the Jewish ideal to 
fly from life or to despise the day-to- 
day pursuits of ordinary men and 
women. But we have become so 
enamoured of “ practical” endeavour 
aS to forget that in the Jewish tradi- 
tion the place of honour ts given to 
learning. “ All the evils of life.” said 
Pascal, “ are due to the fact that man 
has not learned how to sit still tn a 
room.” The Jewish world of today 
indeed, the world as a_ whole 
today-——-needs more people who are 
not ashamed to sit from time to time 
in the tents of learning, contemplating 
the word of God and learning how 


to convey tt to a world thirsting for it,

JUDAH MAGNES 


Judah L. Magnes. By NORMAN

The subject of this biography is 
described on the dust cover as ~ one 
of the foremost Jews of our age.” The 

litical controversies in which 

agnes was involved are still near 
enough to ensure that the description 
will be as hotly resented by some as it 
will be cordially endorsed by others ; 
and in a world which, in the political 
field at least, is bound to judge 
merit so largely by success, it is by no 
means certain that posterity will accept 
the claim put forward for this 
belligerent and chivalrous pacifist. 

But there can be no doubt that 
Magnes was endowed with a combina- 
tion of gifts and qualities quite out of 
the common. He had vision, courage, 
eloquence, tender-heartedness, good 
looks, and personal charm: he was 
both spiritually minded and practical ; 
he was intensely serious (even to the 
point of ‘self-dramatisation), and of 
almost boundless energy and opti- 
mism. His concrete achievements in 
Jewish life, too, were considerable, and 
the Hebrew University of Jerusalem is 
only one, if the most outstanding one, 
among the many Jewish institutions, 
in the United States and in Palestine, 
of which he was the inspirer or the 
principal architect or both. | Along 
with all this he was a Jew through 
and through in his emotional attach- 
ment and his faith in Jewish destiny ; 
and it is not without good reason that 
the title page of Professor Bentwich’s 
biography bears the motto “ For 
Zion's sake I will not hold my peace.” 
and that the first three words of this 
motto appear at the head of alternate 
pages of the book, as though. wid 
were its actual title. 


Against the Stream 


The remaining words of the motto 
help to explain why Magnes has not 
as yet come, and perhaps never will 
come, into his kingdom. It was in the 
political sphere. that he swam against 
a stream which proved too strong for 
him, and he would no doubt. have 


stood higher in the general estimation. 


if he could have kept out of politics : 
but he could not do that. because his 


conscience would not let him hold his’ 


peace when he saw Zionism taking the 
path of what he regarded as a narrow 
nationalism. And Jewish intolerance 
of his criticism was intensified by the 
fact that he was an American Jew, and 
the universalism which he preached, 
though derived from. the Hebrew 
Prophets, yet bore the impress of the 
assimilationist environment into which 
he had been born, and: to which he 
could never wholly cease to belong. 
In this he differed, 
of his own, from his master Ahad 
Ha-Am, whose early background was 


entirely Jewish. It was Magnes’s 
tragedy that he was a “ hyphenated ” 
Jew. 


In writing this biography. Professor 


_Bentwich has had to handle a large 


and amorphous mass of material, out 


of which he has succeeded admirably 
in constructing a well-planned and 
well-proportioned edifice. Approach- 


ing his subject with the advantage of 
intimate personal acquaintance, and 
with the right combination of 


through no fault - 


ilies and detachment, he has 
unravelled the intertwined threads of 
Magnes’s manifold activities in such 
a way that the reader -is enabled to 
follow each one separately without 
losing sight of their interconnected- 
ness. The value of the book is 
enhanced by numerous quotations not 
only from Magnes’s published essays 
and addresses but also from his letters 
and private notebooks. Some of these 
give glimpses of the religious search- 
ings and struggles that evidently went 
on in his mind, though an outsider 
would have taken him for a man of 
serene religious faith.

FOR ORPHANAGE 


Ten to be Built

Mr. Michael Cohen, Senior Vice- 
President of the Jewish Orphanage, 
told the annual meeting of the North 
London . Children’s Orphan Aid 
Society, held on Tuesday at 41 North- 
gate, N.W.8 (the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Philip Renton), that they were 
about to build ten separate houses on 
the perimeter of the Orphanage, where 
the children would live as “ families.”

Z.F. DAY SCHOOL FOR EDGWARE 
United Synagogue Approval

The Council of the United Syna- 
gogue, at its meeting at Woburn 
House, London, W.C., on Monday, 
under the chairmanship of its Presi- 
dent, the Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, 
C.B.E., Q.C., approved the sale of the 
present premises of the Edgware Syna- 
gogue, in Mowbray Road, the 
Zionist Federation for £20,000 for the 
establishment of the Federation's first 
Jewish primary day school. 

The Federation has given an_ under- 
taking that this or any other school tt 
may establish will adhere to Orthodoxy 
in its religious instruction. 

The recommendation of the Executive 
Committee, passed unanimously by the 
Council, stated, inter alia, that there had 
been one difficulty in arranging the sale 
because “it was not possible to offer 
immediate vacant possession, as the new 
Edgware Synagogue is not likely to be 
ready for full occupation until about the 
Holy-days in 1956. The Zionist Federa- 
tion have, however, readily agreed to the 
joint use of the Mowbray Road premises 
with the synagogue authorities until such 
time as the new synagogue is ready, on 
the basis of sharing the expenses of heat- 
ing, lighting, cleaning, caretaking, rates, 
etc.” [f understand that it is imtended 
to open the school on January 10. When 
fully completed the schoo! will have eight 
classes with a total of 240 pupils.]

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U.N. RESOLUTIONS ON PALESTINE 
Israeli and Arab Attitudes 


By a Special Correspondent 


Sir Anthony Eden's references in 
his Guildhall speech to the possi- 
bility of a compromise between Israel 
and the Arab States based on boun- 
dary adjustments and partial adherence 


to the resolutions of the United 
Nations have caused considerable 
comment, not only in the countries 


concerned, but also in Britain and the 
United States. 

The main resolutions which the Prime 
Minister presumably had in ming were 
those adopted in November, 1947, by the 
Special General Assembly of the United 
Nations and providing for the creation 
of a Jewish State within part of 
the Mandated territory of Palestine; the 
establishment of an Arab State in the 
rest of that area: economic union 
between the two States: and the tnter- 
nationalisation of Jerusalem. 

The partition plan would have given 
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The tinted area shows the territory 
allotted to the Jewish State under the 
U.N... partition scheme, and. the lined 
area (part of the area allotted to the 
proposed Arab State) the additional terri- 
tory occupied by Israel as a result of the 
1948 war. The proposed Arab State was 
to have comprised the lined area; the 
Gaza strip on the west (now occupied 
by Egypt); and the section, including 
Hebron and Nablus, in the

The Jewish representatives at 
Assembly accepicd the partition scheine 
even though the proposed boundaries 
were unrealistic. Each State was to con- 
sist of three sections linked together. by 
two points: of intersection, one south- 
east of Afula (in the Nazareth sub- 
district), the other north-east of El 
Majdal (in the Gaza sul-district). 

The Jewish State was to have included 
Eastern (but not Western) Galilee, the 
Plain of Esdraelon, the whole of the 
Hula basin, Lake Tiberias, the 
Beisan sub-district, most of the coastal 
plain (from a point south of Acre to just 
north of Isdud and including Haifa 
Tel Aviv, and Jaffa). and the whole of 
the Beersheba sub-district, including the 
Negev.

Arabs rejected the plan and made it clear

made public their intention to prevent 
by force the implementation of the 
scheme. 

I, is well known that this was no idle 
threat, but in throwing back the Arab 
armies Israel not only held the area 
allotted to her by the United Nations, 
but also extended her borders beyond 
those of the original partition scheme. In 
no case, however, did Israel annex terri- 
tory belonging to a neighbouring State, 


although in the south, and on_ the 
Lebanese border, enemy territory was 
occupied. But under the terms of the 


Armistice Agreements Israel withdrew her 
forces. | 

At that time, the, Arab rulers had no 
apparent desire to create an Arab State 
in Palestine in accordance with the U.N. 
resolution. Under the Armistice Agree- 
ment, the Gaza strip (intended for incor- 
poration in the proposed Arab Statc) 
remained in Egyptian hands. On April 
24, 1950, Jordan annexed what remained 
of the territory originally allotted to the 


Arab State (her forces were in control 


of the area), and three days later Britain 
recognised this annexation. 

The Isracli-Jordan Armistice Agreement 
resulted in a divided Jerusalem, with the 
new city in Jewish hands and the historic 
Old City (with the vast majority of the 
Holy Places) in Jordan hands. And—to 
refer back to. the 


more ready to give up their section of 
Jerusalem than are the Israelis. 

The failure to set up an Arab State 
in Palestine rendered still-born the pro- 
eet for economic. union. 

The partition map has, of course, been 
greatly changed by the 1948 | war. 
Western Galilee and the Lydda area are 
now firmly in Jewish hands, as is the 
region north of Beersheba, all of which 
were originally allotted to an Arab State. 


Territory Annexed 


Today, the Israclis argue, not without 
justification, that the U.N. resolutions 
concerning the creation of an Arab State 
and for cconomic union were nullified at 
least as much. by the actions of the 
Jordan and Egyptian Governments in 
annexing territory not 


certain areas. They maintain that there 
is now no legal or moral justification for 
giving’ up territory which Israel has 
occupied since the Armistice Agreements, 
nor for the Arab States’ sudden readiness 
to revert to the partition borders. 

rhis is not to say that the Israelis are 
not prepared, in negotiations for a 


. general peace settlement, to discuss minor 


border adjustments facilitate the 
solution of local problems. But it is 
firmly opposed to suggestions—from Sir 
Anthony Eden er anyone else— 
cession of territory to the Arab States. 
Adherence to U.N. tesolutions is not 
a particularly strong point of the Arab 
States.

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SOVIET BLOC PACTS WITH ARABS 


Offers of Arms and Economic Aid 


By a Dip'omatic Correspondent 


The Soviet diplomatic offensive in 
the Middle East is increasing in 
momentum as well as in importance. 
rapidly gaining ground not only in 
Feypt but also in other Arab States. 

in view of Saudi Arabia’s confirct with 
Great Britain over the Buraimi Gusis, 
this member of the Arab League is being 
wooed with new promises from Moscow. 
Marshal Voroshilov, the Russian xead of 
State, sent a message of good will to King 
Saud of Arabia congratulating the King 
on the occasion of the anniversary of his 
succession to the throne, and at the same 
time restating Russia’s offer of arms. In its 
present anti-British mood Saudi Arabia 
offers unexpected opportunities for Soviet 
propaganda and interference. 


Syrian-Czech Negotiations 


Following Moscow's example, Russia’s 
satellites, too, are quickly developing their 
diplomatic and other contacts with the 
Arab countries. In Syria, negotiations 
are now in their final stages for an agree- 
ment with Czechoslovakia providing for 
a supply of Czech arms. The negotiations 
started several . days ago between 
the Czech Minister in Damascus and the 
Svrian Premier, Said Ghazzi. Saudi 
Arabia is stated to have. granted a 
$10,000,000 loan to Syria to enable her to 
conclude the deal. 

Syria is also negotiating, it. is ‘stated, 
for a supply of arms, especially armed 
vehicles, from Poland, with which a new 
trade agreement is soon to be signed to 
provide for increased commercial rela- 
tions. The Syrian Minister of National 
Economy has asked a Parliamentary com- 
mittee to expedite its study of Syrian- 
Polish trade with a view to closer com- 
mercial relations. The Lebanon has 
accepted an invitation to send a Parlia- 
mentary mission to Czechoslovakia, and 
the first consignment of Lebanese fruit 
has reached Prague, opening the way for 
further commercial relations. 

A Lebanese trade pact with China is 
also on the way, a Chinese delegation now 
in the Lebanon having offered to sign a 
trade agreement and to exchange a whole 


range of articles on the barter principle. — 


Jordan, too, is to receive. mining trucks 
_ for her phosphate works, to be delivered 
via Beirut. 

But it is Egypt that is serving as the 
main centre for the development of diplo- 


matic and political, as well as commercial, 


relations between the Arab States and the 
Soviet bloc The value of Communist 
arms to be dchvered to Egypt inthe course 
of the next five vears is now believed to 
have been fixed at over £350.000.000. 
This is to cover deliveries from Czecho- 
slovakia, the Soviet Union, and, it. is 
believed. from does not include 
deliver'cs from East Germany. _Accord- 
ing ine latest reporis, Egypt is prepar- 
ing to sign two trade agreements with 
East Germany. | 

The firsi agreement provides for trade 
to the amount of £E£6,000,000 on each 
side over three years: and the second, for 
one year only, provides for an exchange 
of nee to the value of ££3.000,000 on 
each side. In addition to the exchaage of 
goods, East Germany, it is stated. is 
to send experts to advise Egypt on a 
number of industrial projects, and help 
in the building of factories and shipyards, 
plans for which have already been worked 
out in detail. Egypt's trade relations with 
China are also to be strengthened—all 
moves. designed to make the: Arab 
countries more and more dependent on 
Russia and her satellites. 
. A Czechoslovak mission. is expected 
in Cairo on the 25th of this month, while 
Egyptian: pilots are already said to be 
training in Czechoslovakia in the handling 


Mig fighters and becoming fully 


acquainted with the use of arms now being 
shipped to Egyptian ports. 

The supply of Communist arms is 
taking place to the accompaniment of a 
greatly increased Soviet propaganda cam- 
paign conducted by Moscow Radio in 
Arabic. The anniversary celebrations of 
the Russian Revolution were broadcast 
almost in ful! for the benefit of Arab 
listeners, who were told by Russian com- 
mentators that the October Revolution 
had shown “ Arab countries the way to 
independence.” This line of propaganda 
was also accompanied by broadcasts in 
which the Arab-Israeli. frontier tension 
was invariably presented in an anti-Israeli 
and pro-Arab manner.

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JEWISH LIFE IN CHILE 


Valparaiso’s Small 
Community 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
Some details of Jewish life in Chile 
were given to me in an interv.ew by 


Dr. Alexander Zeidis, a Vice-President — 
of the Valparaiso Lodge of the B'nai 


B'rith, who is conducting medical 
research here with a British Council 
Fellowship. 


He told me that of an estimated num- 
ber of 35,000 Jews in Chile only about 
1,500 lived in Valparaiso. The community 
there, composed of merchants and a few 
professional men, was divided into three 
groups—Ashkenazi, Sephardi, and a 
German group, mainly of refugees from 
Nazism. There was one synagogue in 
Valparaiso built in 1949, and_ services 
there were conducted according to the 
Ashkenazi minhag. The Chief Rabbi 
was Dr, N. Blum. 
~ Dr. Zeldis said that the Government 
adopted a neutral attitude between 
Chilean Zionists and Arabs. The latter 
were. a very powerful minority in the 
country. and during the Arab-Israeli war 
the B’nai Brith of Chile had taken a 
leading part in combating the wave of 
antisemitism. in. the country. At the 
momemt there was no overt antisemitism. 

Sefior Gonzalez Videla. the immediate 
predecessor of the present Chilean Presi- 
dent, had been the first President of the 
Chilean Society for a Jewish Palestine. 
In the present. Chilean Parliament there 
was one Jewish senator, Sefior A. Faivo- 
vich. and two Jewish deputies, all of 


whom. were highly esteemed by the 


general public.

THE NITZANA DEMILITARISED ZONE 
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Egyptian Battalion in Defence Area

JERUSALEM 


There is perhaps a moral to be 
drawn from the fact that armed con- 
flict between Israeli and Egyptian 
troops has occurred only in the areas 
where there has been some deviation 
from the international frontier—in the 
Gaza strip and in the Nitzana zone. 

So far as the Gaza strip is concerned, 
the solution of the problem is complicated 
by the presence there of over 200,000 
Arab refugees. But the Nitzana area 
presents no such difficulties. 

The Syrian-Israeli Armistice Agreement 
states that where the armistice demarca- 
tion line does not correspond to the inter- 
national boundary between Syria and 
Palestine, the area between the armistice 
line and the boundary, pending a final 
territorial settlement, should be estab- 
lished as a demulitarised zone. But the 
Nitzana zone was fixed for demilitarisa- 
tion on guite another basis. Fighting had 
been fierce in this area, and when the 
Armistice Agreement was drawn up it was 
thought best to keep the armed forces of 
both sides apart. Nothing is said in the 
relevant part of the Agreement (Article 


VII) about any settlement still to be 


made about territory. 
Settlement Established | 


At the time of the negotiations at 
Rhodes,. there was no civilian life in the 
area, except for some nomadic Beduin. 
But in September, 1953, an Israeli settle- 
ment was established. The Egyptians 
immediately challenged Israel’s right to 
set up a village there and raised the matter 
with the Mixed Armistice Commission. 
The United Nations Chairman supported 
Egypt's condemnation of the entry into 


the area of an Isracli force, but refused 


to agree that this was a violation of the 
Armistice Agreement: He ruled that the 
question of civilian activities in the demil!- 
tarised zone was not specifically covered 
by the Armistice Agreement. 

His tacit acceptance of the Israeli aiti- 
tude has since been more clearly defined 
by the Chief of Staff of the Truce Super- 


vision Organisation. Ketziot, the kibbutz _ 
in question, is now well established 


It seems clear that the Egyptians did 
not acquiesce in the policy of non-inter- 
vention by the United Nations staff. 
Under the agreement they were allowed 
in the defensive zone on their side of the 


international fronticr up to the El 

ima and Abou Aoucigila line, three 
heckposis cach to be manned by ten 
soldiers. They were required to send six 
men to Nitzana village every other fort- 
night to guard the Mixed Armistice Com- 
mission headquarters there. But they 
gradually increased the numbers and also 
removed the markings put up by the 
Israelis to define the frontier. 


Opposing U nits 


This set off the latest sequence of inci- 
denis. Israch troops took up positions 
inside the zone. The Truce Organisation 
intervened and obtained agreement for 
both sides to withdraw. isracits, 
however, by agreement with General 
Burns, kept police in the area. The 
Egyptians kept more than the allowed: 
number of soldiers in the checkposis and 
we crossed the frontier, thus provok- 
ing the Israelis to drive them out 

Now an uneasy quict reigns in the zone. 
According to reports, a battalion of 
Egyptian soldiers is stationed im the 
defensive area, where there should be 
three check posts, each with ten men. Not 
far away, an Israch unt confronts them. 

The U.N. proposals to demilitarise the 
zone once again, to limit the number of. 
Israch police, and to mark the frontier 
clearly, would seem to be perfectly 
reasonable. If the international fronteer 
could be confirmed as the proper boun- 
dary between the two countrics, it would 
do more to ensure calm in the area than 
any measures for keeping the’ armies 
apart. 

When Israel attacked the Egyptians to 
drive them out of the zone the action 
was undertaken with the full realisation 
that this might lead to full-scale war. 
That the Israclis were prepared to take 
that risk rather than put in doubt. their 
sovereignty over so small an area is the 
most telling answer to Sir Anthony Eden's 
proposals, even though the Isracli action 
preceded his speech. 

The. state ‘of tension prevailing in the 
Nitzana zone cannot be tsolated there. 
It must inevitably spread to the Gaza strip, 
which needs little provocation to set. it 
ablaze, and to the Scan horder, especi- 
ally since the sigmng of the Egyptian- 
Syrian treaty. These dangers are well 
known here, and the very preparedness 
for them itself constitutes another nmsk 
that the. precariously maintained peace 
could be broken. On the other hand, a 
settlement in the Nitzana area would case 
the situation all round

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NATURALISED POLES 
WHO RETURN HOME 


Dual Citizenship Not 


Recognised 
From a Correspondent 


In an official announcement broad- 
cast by Warsaw Radio in connection 
with the appeal to Polish exiles to 
return, the Polish authorities have 
made it known that Polish citizens 
naturalised abroad will not be con- 
sidered as foreigners but as Poles. 


The Polish authorities, it was stated, 
reserve the right to treat Poles naturalised 
abroad as if they were Polish citizens. 

This announcement, which will no 
doubt be of great interest to many Polish 
Jews in Britain, was primarily made, it 
was Stated, to induce Poles to return and 
to assure them that, although naturalised 
abroad, they had not lost “any of the 
rights” of Polish citizenship. At the 
same time, it contained a warning that, 
in the view of the Polish Government, the 
possession of a foreign passport by 4a 
former Polish citizen did not, if he 
returned to Poland, enable him to seek 
protection from the representative of the 
country whose | 
acquired. In the eyes of the Polish 
authorities he remains a Polish national 
because, unlike Britain and Switzerland, 
for instance, Poland does not recognise 
dual nationality. 

According to the latest statistics, over 
16,000 of the 135,000 Poles in Britain, a 
large percentage of them Jews, have been 
naturalised since the end of the war.

Much had. been 
done towards creating a true democratic 
régime, but the revival of Nazi tendencies 
and the reappearance of. former leading 
Nazis in public hfe constituted a real 
danger to the new democratic order. 


“ We believe,” the letter stated. “ that 
religious freedom and the separation of 
Church and State are interdependent, indi- 
visible, and indeed unitary. Religious 
liberty can only be secure where Church 
and State are completely independent of 
each other. Since we are convinced that 
Judaism, and all other faiths, can best 
achieve creative survival where religious 
liberty is secure, We are committed to 
the defence of the principle of strict 
separation of Church and State.’ 

e organisations said that they found 
the “most serious threat today to the 
principle of religious freedom and separa- 
tion of Church and State in the “ ever- 
increasing pressure to introduce religious 
instruction and practices into the public 
schools. 

In New York, public school authorities 
have again sent instructions to school 
principals declaring that there is no 
relationship. between Christmas and 
Chanucah and that there is to be no 
combination Christmas-Chanucah celebra- 
tion in the public schools. The directive 
adds that no sectarian symbols should. be 
exhibited. or doctrines enunciated, offen- 
sive to those of other religions at schools.

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BRITISH “ REGRET” AT 
ISRAEL’S ATTITUDE 


Foreign Office on Need 
for Compromise

The Foreign Office view, as 
expressed “ with regret” in the latest 


open press conferences, is that the . 


Israeli Government, as shown by the 
speeches of Mr. Ben-Gurion and 
Mr. Sharett, does not approach the 
Suggestions for a_ settlement made 
by Sir Anthony Eden in a spirit of 
compromise. 


The British view is being constantly 
“ urged ” on the Israeli Government and 
the views of the United States, also con- 
stantly presented to .the Israeli Govern- 
ment, are in line with the British view. 
President Eisenhower's: recent Statement! 
on Israel does not, according to the 
Forcign Office, imply a guarantee of 
existing frontiers. The Foreign Office 
view is simply that a general settlement 
between the countries of the Arab League 
and Israel 1s necessary and desirable, and 
that it. is obvious that such a settlement 
‘requires’ also a territorial settlement. 
It must be achieved in a spirit of com- 
promise and good will. 

The Arab States stand on the frontiers 
outlined in the U.N. Resolution of 1947, 
and the Israelis on their Armistice lines 
of 1949, It is. fair, therefore, 


“according to the Foreign Office view, that 


a compromise should be made here. The 
implication is that the Israels should 
cede territory if they want to show their 
good will, though the suggestion ts waved 
aside that Israel will be asked to 
abandon the Negev. 


Tripartite Declaration Upheld 


The Foreign Office view is that the 
United Kingdom will “uphold” the 


‘Three-Power Declaration of 1950 ‘tn 


which the three Western’ Powers say that 
they would take steps automatically in the 
event of any violation of the Arab-Israeli 
frontiers or any contemplation. of such 
action. The view expressed in THe Times 
this week that the Three-Power Declara- 
tion is something of a nursance is regarded 
as going too far. 

The Foreign Office does not view kindly 
but with strong, though discreet, disap- 
proval the ‘suggestion that. the United 
Nations should strengthen the supervisory 
powers of General Burns by. sending 
detachments to the demilitarised zone of 
Nitzana, where the last heavy fighting took 
place. The United Kingdom will support 


‘General Burns in whatever he does, or 


proposes to do, but he has not asked for 
troops yet, and the whole issue is, there- 
fore, regarded as hypothetical. fn the 
hackground, of course, there is the objec- 
tion that any such proposal would involve 
a decision of the Security Council. and 
almost certainly a Russian veto. 

A much more favourable and optimistic 
view ‘is taken of the Arabs’ reaction to the 
new British effort.. lt 1s pointed out that 
there has been no public official Arab 
Statement. yet and that this. should be 
regarded as a good sign, implying that. the 
Arabs’ reaction will prove more “ reason- 
able than. that of Mr. Ben-Gurion. 

A favourable Arab reply is. expected 
after the Arab League mecting this week, 
and then its spirit of “ compromise and 
good. will ”’ will be contrasted. with Mr, 
Ben-Gurion’s battle-dress "speech, 

The view in pro-Arab circles in close 
touch with the Foreign Office is more 
blunt. The feeling there is that the 
Israelis are cornered at last, that. Mr. 
Ben-Gurion atiitude of * not an inch 
is mere bluster. The view is also held 
that. the United States Government wil! 
overcome. this attitude by the usc. of 
economic arguments and, by conditions 
connected with the supply of arms, préss 
the Israeli Government to accept the 
territorial. compromise. 

Thus it seems that if it is agreed to 
mediation or.a conference at this juncture, 
the Israeli Government would be held to 
have accepted tacitly the suggestion to 
cede territory. whereas the Arab League 
countries would not even be required to 
recognise Israel.

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EDEN’S FALLACY 
IT is quite evident from the statement which 
he made in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday that the Prime MINISTER had 
very little expectation that the suggestions 
he put forward in his Guildhall speech on 
November 9 would find general acceptance. 
He now knows from-Mr. BEN-GuRION’S 
Statement in the Knesset on Tuesday that 
his proposal has been flatly rejected by the 
Israelis, while the Arabs, who some might 
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have thought would have given the speech 


a warm welcome, have been hesitant to 
show any considerable enthusiasm. This 
result can hardly have come as a surprise 
to the Government, and it may be asked, 
therefore, what induced them to put their 
plan forward with such a loud fanfare of 
trumpets, 


Of all the comments which have followed 
the PRiME MINISTER'S statement none is 
‘more revealing than the obviously well- 
informed article of the Times Diplo- 
matic Correspondent of Tuesday, which 
‘shows only too clearly how the Foreign 
Office is thinking in regard to the new 
situation in the Middle East. Stirred 
into activity by the sudden and unexpected 
arrival of Russia on the Middle Eastern scene, 
the Bevin boys of 1947, the officials who 
were so largely responsible for advising the 
late ERNesT BEVIN on his disastrous Palestine 
policy, are once again in the saddle. All the 
old prejudices and inhibitions have been 
revived as though nothing had happened in 
the intervening years. “... it is not yet 
certain,’ writes THe Times, “ what attitude 
will be taken to any future Egyptian 
requests [for arms]. It is clear that the 
current Israel desire for the immediate ship- 
ment to her of large quantities of arms will 
be disappointed. . . . Israel is thought to be 
in no immediate danger.” 
defensive arms from Arab States “ will be 
favourably considered.” And again, “the 
signatories of the Tripartite Declaration 
have never regarded Israel’s present boun- 
daries as permanent ... it is thought that 
Israel would find concessions worth while.” 
No one doubts that Sir ANTHONY EDEN’s 
desire to find a peaceful solution to Middle 
Eastern problems is genuine—for Britain 
has no more to gain from war than Israel 
or the Arabs—but it is abundantly clear that 
he hopes to achieve this end by buying the 
friendship of the Arabs no matter what the 
cost may be to the Israelis. 


Sir ANTHONY'S policy is apparently based 
on the fallacy that Arabs and Israelis, within 
their present frontiers, are incapable of 
getting along together, but that if Israel, by 
territorial concessions and by restrictions on 
her armaments, can be weakened to such an 
extent that she lies at the mercy of the sur- 
rounding Arab States, it will be possible to 
achieve peace. In other words, Israel is an 
irritant whose removal or circumscription 
would solve all problems. Leaving aside the 
fact that Israel quite rightly refuses to lie 
down and die, it should be recognised that if, 
during the past years, Israel and the Arab 
States have constantly been at loggerheads 
it is largely because the Foreign Office has 
consistently helped to keep them apart. 
Although it cannot be denied that Israel 
might have played her cards more adroitly, 
she has at all times shown an _ earnest 


desire to negotiate with the Arabs. But 


the largest share of blame rests on those 
British officials in London and the Middle 
East who have never hidden from the Arabs 
their bitter dislike of Israel and hence have 
encouraged Arab intransigence. This atti- 
tude is now being openly displayed as the 
basis of British policy, with the result, of 
course, that the Arabs will become more 
intransigent than ever. Sentiment apart, 
even in terms of power politics, this policy 
must be regarded as fundamentally wrong. 
It will have the effect of weakening Israel but 
not of procuring Arab friendship. The aim of 
Britain and the United States, which are 
closely linked jin this matter, is to defeat

the Russian objective of securing a strong 
foothold in the Middle East. Above every- 
thing, the Western Powers have a legitimate 
fear for the safety of their oil supplies, which 
now come in ever-increasing quantities from 
Middle Eastern countries, while strategically 
these States occupy a tremendously important 
position. 

From the point of view of Britain and the 
West the question which has to be asked is 
whether a policy of appeasing the Arab 
States and virtually threatening Israel with 
extinction is likely to bring the desired 
results. Is it not possible that an entirely 
different policy could be more advantage- 
ous? It seems immensely wasteful to throw 
away the opportunity of basing Western 
policy on the firm foundation of a strong 
Israel in favour of the dubious value of the 
Arab States, all of which have proved them- 
selves at most to owe a very tenuous loyalty 
to the West, while Egypt has often proclaimed 
her hostility, Despite the damage caused by 
Sir ANTHONY EDEN’S speech, the position 
could still be retrieved if the Government were 
determined to infuse a new spirit into the 
Foreign Office and to recognise that it might 
still be possible to establish a_ useful 
collaboration between those countries of the 
Middle East which have not yet accepted the 
kiss of the Soviets and which it can regard as 
its friends—namely, Israel, Turkey, Jordan, 
and Iraq. A positive policy of this kind is far 
more likely to inspire confidence than the 
spectacle of Western-sponsored Israel being 
thrown to the wolves. No one, least of all the 
Arabs, has much respect for a country which 


‘deserts its friends in the hour of their greatest

NEW BUILDINGS 


le CENTRAL feature of this week’s centen- 


ary celebrations of Jews’ College has. been 
the laying of the foundation-stone for its 
new building in Montagu Square. Its 
impending removal from Woburn House has 


been causing anxiety regarding the future | 


accommodation of the Board of Deputies 
and certain other organisations which have 
been housed at the Jewish Communal 
Centre since its establishment in 1932. As 
was explained at last Sunday's meeting of 
the Deputies, their present conditions of 
tenure will be vitally affected by the depar- 
ture of the College. The primary concern 
of Concordia Estates, Ltd., the landlords of 
Woburn House, is to provide accommoda- 
tion for Jews’ College and the United 
Synagogue. The entire set-up of Woburn 
House is now being altered, and the. basis 
of the present arrangement by which special 
facilities and amenities are now available 


there for the Deputies and various other 


bodies has fundamentally changed. Further- 
more, if the United Synagogue were later 
to follow the example of Jews’ College and 
remove its head offices elsewhere—as, for 
example, to the new site it has acquired near 
Marble Arch—then the present structure of 
the communal centre would cease to exist. 
The authorities of Jews’ College and the 
United Synagogue are certainly the proper 
judges of what will best advantage the 
respective interests of those two great institu- 
tions. At the same time the community 


cannot but be deeply concerned about the | 


difficulties confronting the Deputies and 
other organisations which are bound to be 
affected by changes at Woburn House. 


It doubtless reflects the trend of the times 
that—in addition to such projects as those 
connected with the new Marble Arch ‘site 
and the rebuilding of the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue—a number of important 
measures relating to its buildings and sites 
were agreed upon at this week's Council 
meeting of the United Synagogue. Recently 
the foundation-stone was laid of the new 
building of the Edgware Constituent Syna- 
gogue, which will be ready for full occupa- 
It was 
agreed to sell the existing premises to the 
Zionist Federation of Great Britain and 
Ireland for use as a Day School. Until 
such time as vacant possession is possible, 
the Zionist Federation will be using the 
present premises jointly with the con- 
gregation. This amicable arrangement 
includes a still wider measure of co-opera- 
tion. For it has been agreed to maintain 
on traditional Orthodox lines the religious 
education that is provided in this school and 
in any other school that may be established 
in London by the Zionist Federation. This 


sharing of premises and co-operation in 
religious endeavour show a commendable 
appreciation of communal needs. More- 
over, there is great significance attaching to 
the entry of the Zionist Federation into this 
educational sphere, a move which will be 
watched with interest. 3 


The rebuilding scheme of the Wembley 
Synagogue also came under consideration al 
the same meeting. The growth of this con- 
gregation has indeed been remarkable. It 
became affiliated to the United Synagogue in 
1931, and three years later was admitted as 
a District Synagogue when its male member- 
ship was 100. Now that its male member- 
ship is around 800, it has been admitted as a 
full Constituent Synagogue. In connection 
with its present rebuilding scheme, it may 
be noted that the use of two of its class- 
rooms has been granted to the Middlesex 
Education Committee as an overflow for 
their primary school. Here is another 
significant example of good will in the 


‘sharing of premises. 


These synagogue rebuilding schemes have 
been designed to meet the needs of growing 
communities in the Greater London area. 
However—as is evidenced also by the article 
in this issue, “Synagogues in Decline "— 
there has been a corresponding diminution 
of Jewish life in its former stronghold in the 
East End. By way of corollary to its 
expansion projects, therefore, the United 
Synagogue Council has resolved to sell 
certain of its East End properties. These 
now disused properties include the sites of the 


former premises of the Beth Din, Beth : 
Hamidrash, Dayan’s residence, and Hambro’ 


Synagogue. In this connection, too, it will 
be remembered that, instead of rebuilding 
the former Great Synagogue, a new place of 
worship is planned for the Marble Arch 
site. Indeed, this new site might perhaps 
be found suitable not only for the erection 
of a synagogue but also of a building where, 
among other centralised activities of the 
United Synagogue, the Beth Din might be 
worthily housed. | 


DUPLICATION ON MOROCCO 


A PERHAPS hopeful turn in the changing 
Moroccan situation has been brought about 
by the reinstatement of Sultan BEN YOUSSEF. 
During the period of his banishment partisan 
struggles and riots led to bloodshed and loss 
of property, in which Jews were not the least 
of the victims. A settlement of the vexed 
Moroccan political issues offers an oppor- 
tunity for the warring factions to plan con- 
structively for the future. 
message for the large Jewish community was 
the assurance given by the returning SULTAN 
(and reported in last week’s issue) to M. 
JACQUES DAHAN and a delegation of the 
Council of Moroccan Jewish Communities of 
the “ full partnership of Jews in the life of the 
nation.” It is all the more regrettable that in 
such a potentially favourable atmosphere the 
World Jewish Congress should have intro- 
duced a jarring note by also sending its own 
delegation to see the SULTAN. While one 
would not wish to withhold any credit due to 
the World Jewish Congress for its “ holding 
on” during the time of the riots earlier this 
year, when the only other body active in the 
Jewish interest in Morocco was the non- 


political relief organisation, the “ Joint,” it is - 


difficult to imagine what could be expected to 
be achieved at this moment by the W.J.C. 
démarche, about which the official representa- 
tive body of Moroccan Jewry had been 
neither consulted nor informed. Nor is this 
the first occasion on which the W.J.C. has 
proffered its uninvited attentions over the 
Moroccan situation. In August, when the 
French Government called a conference on 
Morocco at Ajx-les-Bains, to which the 
official representatives of the Jewish popula- 
tion of Morocco were invited, the W.J.C. 
appeared without being asked, and, to the 


embarrassment of the official Jewish delega- — 


tion, initiated separate negotiations, Further- 
more, at the meeting of important Jewish 
Organisations which took place in Paris last 
week (as we reported in our last issue), it is 
understood that, while all other organisations 
agreed to co-ordinate their activities with 
regard to Morocco, the World Jewish Con- 
gress refused, and prefers to play its own 
wayward hand. The Jewish situation in North 
Africa is too serious for organisational con- 
siderations to hamper unified efforts on 
behalf of our coreligionists, and it is time 
that the W.J.C. exercised a little more self- 
discipline.

Political Principles 


Mendés-France. as Mr: McCormick so effee- 
demonstrates, has restored something 
of its old meaning to the term “:adical” in 
France, where nowadays it is equated with 
“ conservative.” More than that. by his example 
as well as by his precept, he = strengthened 
France’s politics which had sunk into empiricism 
at best and: opportunism at worst, with an 
injection of principle. He saw the pattern of 
French public life as one of weak politicians 
Sustained by brilliant technocrats such as 


Monnet, the functionaries who carried France 


over the great crevasse in its Parliamentary 
system. What he would have wished would 
have been to integrate the political and technical 
planners so that at last a strong Party con- 
centration might emerge, worthy of - those 
Frenchmen who since 1945 have built some of 
the. finest railways, aircraft, and hydro-electric 


. schemes in the world. 


In many ways, Mendés-France resembles the 
late Sir Stafford Cripps. He has an external 
coldness ; he drinks milk perforce and allows 
it to be thought a virtue ; he has a jucid mind 
that expresses itself in clear language < sensitive 
by temperament, he none the less chooses the 
path of danger in order to test his own 
character. Bonhomie is a quality familiar 
in both Frenchmen and Jews. Mendes-France 
lacks it. Not that he is ill-disposed towards 
mankind ; on the contrary, his radio talks to the 
nation were intimate and warm. But he 3 
the sort of man who can be more cordial at the 
end of a telephone than in person. : 

And yet, for all the jealousy and the hatred 
that he summoned up—the outspoken ante 
semites were the least of those who disliked 
him for being a Jew—he was the first post-wal 
French politician to be popular. In his Norman 
constituency he is loved.

that of London synagogues in 
decline. The issue offers two alter- 
natives—either a large section of 
Anglo-Jewry is to be allowed to 
wither and die, or else the two 
senior synagogal institutions singly, 
or preferably in concert, must 
intensify their endeavours not only 
to. salvage what remains but to 
revivify communal life. 


In the East End of London, once the 
mainspring Of Jewish life, an 
unparalleled decline in the observance 
of traditional Judaism has been wit- 
nessed over the past thirty years. This 
cannot be explained svicly by the 
migration of synagogue members to 
other parts of the Metropolis, for it 
is estimated that there are still over 
20.000 Jews residing in the East End. 
Not only are synagogues devoid of 
adult worshippers, but, far more 
important, the youth are drifting away 
from Judaism with hardly anything 
being done to stay this trend. 

The core of communal life is the 
synagogue or, in the fuller elaboration 
of the term, the Bet Haknesset ; but 
in sum these houses of God in the 
East End today bear a mournful 
aspect. Some, like the “Great,” lie 
derelict through the blitz, and many of 
those that remain are but empty shells. 


Few Rabbis and Chazanim 


In the Federation of Synagogues 
alone, of 34 synagogues many have to 
struggle to keep going. Practically all 
bravely exhibit on their exteriors times 
of minyanim on the Shabbat and 
throughout the week, but in many 
cases this is merely wishful thinking. 
Some cannot even get a minyan on 
Friday evenings. or Shabbat mornings, 
even with the help of minyan men. In 
some cases minyan searchers have to 
go into. the street to rope in congre- 
gants. Only six of these congregations 
have rabbis and chazanim, and the 
payment offered for services rendered 
—jn one case rumoured to be only £5 
per week—is hardly an inducement to 
would-be ministerial personne]. 

A factor which militates against 
some of these synagogues becoming 
buoyant congregations is that, for the 
most part, they are concentrated in too 
small an area, some being practically 
adjacent. For example, m Dunk 
Street there are three congregations— 
the Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash, the 
Mile End New Town Synagogue, and 
the Austrian Dzikover Synagogue. In

infused into the new. And the prob- 
lem of attracting the youth remains. 
Nearly all, and in some cases all, 
the congregants at a large number of 
Federation synagogues are Yiddish- 
speaking. What is to happen to future 
generations of English-speaking youth 
who will be lost to the synagogues 
unless herculean efforts are made to 
cope with the situation before it is too 
late? The Federation officers recog- 
nise this, and have had plans for a 
number of years for the appointment 
of an English-speaking rabbi and the 
establishment of a Jewish Day School 
in the East End, but are they apply- 
ing themselves to the task with that 
diligence which the urgency of the 
situation demands?

gogue has problems commensurable 
with those of the Federation, though 
theirs are not solely confined to the 
East End. The Council report cover- 
ing the last financial year listed 11 
Assisted synagogues out of 24 
Constituents, The Assisted synagogues 
were the “ Great,” Central, Borough, 
East London, North London, Dal- 
ston, Hammersmith, Hackney, Stoke 
Newington, Brondesbury and Brixton. 
The deficits varied from £99 (Central) 
to £1,466 (Daiston) making a total 
deficit of over £8,600. In view of the 
Statement last June by the United 
Synagogue Joint Treasurer, Mr. F. A. 
Rossdale, that the United Synagogue 
finances are in a precarious position, 
that capital funds are exhausted, and 
that the United Synagogue has had to 


borrow money, it seems pertinent to 
inquire whether finances might not be 
improved by the discontinuance 
some of the deficit synagogues. 

As far as the East End is concerned, 


the decision has been taken not to. 


rebuild the “ Great,” but the problem 
of accommodating worshippers of the 
“Great” in other premises does 
not seem to have been settled. Indica- 
tions are that the remaining congre- 
gants do not take kindly to the sugges- 
tion that the “ Old Great’ might be 
situated in Adler House with the 
“ New Great” at Marble Arch. 
The other United Synagogues in the 
East End-—East London, Mile 
and Bow—have also seen better days 
and are now in the doldrums. The 
problem of a minyan at the East Lon- 
don Synagogue, for example, is just 
as acute as in a number of Federation 
Synagogues, and last year the syna- 
gogue had a deficit of over £1,000. 


Stiff Opposition 


In North London, the beautiful and 
once flourishing synagogue at Lofting 
Road, Highbury, is now a shadow of 
its former glory. Were it not for the 
children of the Hebrew Classes there 
would be no minyan on the Shabbat, 

In its effort to persuade synagogues 
to follow paths it considers they ought 
to travel the United Synagogue, like 
the Federation, has encountered stiff 
opposition. For example, the Borough 
Synagogue declined to go into liquida- 
tion, pointing out that as the mother 
community of South London, with a 
Ladies Guild, Hebrew Classes, and 
other prerequisites of a well-ordered 
community, it could play a construc- 
live role in the life of local Jewry. 
By utilising the hall of what was once 
the main synagogue for congregational 
needs and by letting the rest of the 
property, the community, from. the 
revenue therefrom, was able to show 
that even financially it merited the 
right to continued existence, its annual 
deficit amounting to only £100. 

It is apparent that in the East End, 
at any rate, the Federation and the 


United Synagogue have interlocking. 


problems. From time to time the two 
bodies are at  loggerheads. — but 
generally, it can be said, they are ready 
to co-operate in communal fields 
of endeavour, such as the Shechita 
Board and in Jewish education. If 
that is so, has not the time arrived 
for both organisations to pool their 
endeavours in a joint effort. Leshem 
Shamayim, to. resuscitate their own 
congregations in the East End and 
the community generally by making an 
all-out effort, in conjunction with the 
Chief Rabbi, to tackle the situation ? 
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EVERAL things strike 


rather quickly, even after the 
shortest of visits to the Jewish 
community. in Mexico: it 1s 
young (although some Jews came to 


Mexico in the early 1900s, the bulk 


of the community is only about 
thirty vears old); it is small (there 
are only about 22,000 Jews 
altogether jin. Mexico, 18,000 in 
Mexico City, and the rest in Mon- 
terrey, Guadalajara, and other 
towns); it is, in the main, rather 
wealthy ; and it is generous. 
Zionist Ties 

This. makes it one of the most 
interesting Jewish communities in the 
world. But to call it a “ community ” 
may be misleading. It is, in fact, six 
communities tied together organisa- 
Uonally rather loosely in the Comité 
Central Israelita de Mexico, which is 
the Jewish co-ordinating body. But 
While the six sections are somewhat 
aloof from each other. they have these 
things in common: they are together 
in their isolation from the rest of the 
country as a small minority group in 
4 Catholic State; and they face a 
common hostility which, at best. is 
Passive, but present, and at worst 
Manifests itself in traditional forms of 
non-violent antisemitism. In an atmo- 
sphere such as this it is not surprising 
that the community has another tie— 
that of Zionism. 

Mexican Jewry is divided into“ the 
following groups: 

Nidjei Israel, the most important 
and by far the strongest element, with 
fewer than 14,000 members. It is one 
of the three Ashkenazi communities—

the others are German and Hungarian 
—and dates back to 1932. It is East 
European jn origin, Orthodox in reli- 
gion, Yiddish-speaking. Its 
annua! budget of $72, takes care of 
four synagogues, a religious school, 
Yavne, a. yeshiva, a mikva, a 
chevra kadisha and cemetery, a kosher 
restaurant, a Home for the aged, an 
hotel in Cuernevaca, and philanthropic 
work. This group is engaged in 
forming a kehilla. 

The Union Sefaradi was founded in 
1942. although Sephardi Jews were 
among the first immigrants here. Its 


members come from Greece, Yugo- 


slavia, Bulgaria, and Turkey. It has 
a synagogue, Yehuda Halevy, where 
the services are Of the Reform type. 
The Union, which maintains a day 
school, has a membership of about 
650 families (3.500 people). 

Monte Sinai is the community of 
Damascus Jews, founded in 1912, Its 
new synagogue, built only last year, 1s 
among the most beautiful in the 
Western Hemisphere, although the 
community is about the poorest in 
Mexico. It supports its own day 
school. Colegio Monte Sinai, and has 
a membership of about 600 families. 

Zedaka U'Marpeh, another commu- 
nity of Syrian Jews, consisting of 
immigrants from Aleppo, is strongly 
Orthodox. It maintains a synagogue, 
a mikva, and a Talmud Torah, and 
recently organised a day school. 

Menorah Hatikvah, an Ashkenazi 
community of German-speaking Jews, 
was founded in 1948, — Its activities 
are mainly social! cultural, 
although it organises religious services

for its 200 members on the Holy-days. 

Emuna, another Ashkenazi group, 
consists of Hungarian Jews. Ht has 
a membership of 200 families. Like 
the German-Jewish community, its 
activities are mainly social and cul- 


tural, though it, too, organises services © 


on the Holy-davys. 

The Jewish community is as diverse 
at its membership. The Damascus 
and Aleppo community of “Arab 
Jews’ live mainly in what the other 
Jews call “the Ghetto.” an area in 
the south-western part of Mexico City. 


Backward Customs | 


These Jews are almost indistinguish- 
able from their Mexican neighbours, 
except for the yarmu'kas the children 
wear even at play in the streets. The 
Damascans and Aleppans are gener- 
ally small-scale. street pedlars and 
shopkeepers. They have brought with 
them some of their backward Social 
customs, such as keeping the woman 
in an inferior status. It pains the 
instructors at their day school to see 
bright girls brought there reluctantly, 
then taken out quickly at puberty to 
be prepared for their only career— 
an early marriage. As for the boys, 
there is not the ambition for them 
among their parents that one sees in 
the Ashkenazi community—for higher 
education. . 

The Union Sefaradi community is 
better off financially and _ highly 
advanced culturally. Many of the 
hundreds of silverware shops around 
the Zocolo—the Plaza de la Constitu- 
cion—and on Avenida Madero are 


ommunity in Mexico 


owned by them. Standing in their 
shops or in front of them, they appear 
exactly as their brothers do jn the 
Piazza San Marco in Venice and 
along the shop-hned avenues of Paris, 
They live unostentatiously jn middie- 
class sections of the city. 

The members of the largest Ash- 
kenazi community—Nidjei. Israel— 
follow the dictates of their economic 
positions in the places and sections 
they live, ranging from the middle- 
class area in the Parez Mexico district 
to the extremely expensive residential 
sections at the farther end of the 
Paseo de la Reforma, Mexico City’s 
Champs-Elysées. 

That many of Mexico's Jews can 
afford such luxury is apparent not only 
from the places in which they live but 
also from the community structures 
they have built, and noting the tremen- 
dous sums they have given to 
charitable causes at home and abroad. 

In most respects the Nidjei Israel 
community follows the pattern of Jews 
in other parts of the Diaspora. It 
holds a fair portion of the “ middle 
positions” jn the economy, its mem- 
bers are shopkeepers, wholesalers, etc., 
and its sons are doctors, lawyers, 
dentists, engineers, and members of 
the so-called “free professions.” 

In other respects the community ts 
different. It is younger and more 
tightly knit. Also it has practically 
no assimilation or intermarriage. 
This is not to say that there is no 
desire among some Jews to assimilate. 
The fact of the matter is that condi- 
tions militate against it. Despite the 
fact that Mexico has been anti-clerical 


since the Jast century, it is almost 


wholly Catholic and antisemitic, 
although passively so. Although jt is 
denied officially, it is a fact that it is 
practically impossible for a Jew to get 
an immigration visa from the Mexican 
Government. | 

In Mexico the Jews are not only a 
minority but are made to fee! like a 
minority. It is virtually impossible 
for them to share in the making of 
the laws or in government on any 
level. In these circumstances it 
is unrealistic to say that the chances 
for assimilation in the foreseeable 
future exist. and even the earlier stage 
of integration is not quite present. 
Toleration is perhaps the better word 
to describe their situation. 


Desire to Emigrate to U.S.A. 


While the Jews are in Mexico, 
they are not of it. And the fact of 
the matter js that most of the Jews 
here, at least in the Ashkenazi com- 


munities, desired to go to the United 


States in the first place, and many sill 
harbour that vain hope. 

The community is tightly kot out 
of sheer necessity, for otherwise its 
members would be tsolated individuals 
in a strange land. This is the reason 
for its identification with world Jewry 
and its lively interest in Israe!, which 
manifesis. Zionist 
movement and a smal! but steady 
stream of aliya. 

Its isolation has also produced a 
“ turnm-inwardness,” which is apparent 
in its generous grants to all Jewish 


causes, in expensive schools, in nich 


synagogues, in a ntultiplicity of orga- 
nisations, all of which result in the 
highest per capita contributions after 
the Jewish community in South Africa, 
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EDEN’S FALLACY | 
IT is quite evident from the statement which 
he made in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday that the Prime MINisTeR had 
very little expectation that the suggestions 
he put forward in his Guildhall speech on 
November 9 would find general acceptance. 
He now knows from Mr. BEN-GuRION’s 
Statement in the Knesset on Tuesday that 


his proposal has been flatly rejected by the 
Israelis, while the Arabs, who some might 


have thought would have given the speech — 


a warm welcome, have been hesitant to 
show any considerable enthusiasm. This 
_ result can hardly have come as a surprise 
to the Government, and it may be asked, 
therefore, what induced them to put their 
plan forward with such a loud fanfare of 
trumpets, 

Of all the comments which have followed 
the PrRimMe MINISTER'S statement none is 
more revealing than the obviously well- 
informed article of the’ Times Diplo- 
matic Correspondent of Tuesday, which 
shows only too clearly how the Foreign 
Office is thinking in regard to the new 
Situdtion in the Middle East. Stirred 
into activity by the sudden and unexpected 
arrival of Russia on the Middle Eastern scene, 
the Bevin boys of 1947, the officials who 
were so largely responsible for advising the 
late ERNEST BEVIN on his disastrous Palestine 
policy, are once again in the saddle. All the 


old prejudices and inhibitions have béen | 


revived as though nothing had happened in 
the intervening years. “: ... it is not yet 
certain,” writes THe Times, “ what attitude 
will be taken 
requests [for arms]. -It is clear that the 
current Israel desire for the immediate ship- 
ment to her of large quantities of arms will 
‘be disappointed. . . . Israel is thought to be 
in no immediate danger.” Requests for 
defensive arms from Arab States “ will be 
favourably considered.” And again, “the 
signatories of the Tripartite Declaration 
have never regarded Israel’s present boun- 
daries as permanent . . . it is thought that 
Israel would find concessions worth while.” 
No one doubts that Sir ANTHONY EDEN’s 
desire to find a peaceful solution to Middle 
Eastern problems is genuine—for Britain 
has no more to gain from war than Israel 
or the Arabs-——but it is abundantly clear that 
-he hopes to achieve this end by buying the 
friendship of the Arabs no matter what the 
cost may be to the Israelis. 


Sir ANTHONY'S policy is apparently based 


on the fallacy that Arabs and Israelis, within 
present frontiers, are incapable of 


their 
getting along together, but that if Israel, by 
territorial concessions and by restrictions on 
her armaments, can be weakened to such an 
extent that she lies at the mercy of the sur- 
rounding Arab States, it will be possible to 
achieve peace. In other words, Israel is an 
irritant whose removal or circumscription 
_.would solve all problems. Leaving aside the 
fact that Israel. quite rightly refuses to lie 


down and die, it should be recognised that if, 


during the past years, Israel and the Arab 
States have constantly been at loggerheads 
it is largely because the Foreign Office has 
consistently helped to keep them apart. 
Although it cannot be denied that Israel 
might have played her cards more adroitly, 
she has at all times shown an _ earnest 
desire to negotiate with the Arabs. But 
the largest share of blame rests on those 
British officials in London and the Middie 
East who have never hidden from the Arabs 
their bitter dislike of Israel and hence have 
encouraged Arab intransigence. This atti- 
tude is now being openly displayed as the 
basis of British policy, with the result, of 
course, that the Arabs will become more 
intransigent than ever. Sentiment apart, 
even in terms of power politics, this policy 
must be regarded as fundamentally wrong. 
It will have the effect of weakening Israel but 
not of procuring Arab friendship. The aim of 
Britain and the United States, which are 
closely linked in this matter, is to defeat

the Russian objective of securing a strong 
foothold in the Middle East. Above every- 
thing, the Western Powers have a legitimate 
fear for the safety of their oi! supplies, which 
now come in ever-increasing quantities from 
Middle Eastern countries, while strategically 
these States occupy a tremendously important 
position. | 
From the point of view of Britain and the 
West the question which has to be asked is 
whether a policy of appeasing the Arab 
States and virtually threatening Israel with 
extinction is likely to bring the desired 
results. Is it not possible that an entirely 
different policy could be more advantage- 
ous? It seems immensely wasteful to throw 
away the opportunity of basing Western 
policy on the firm foundation of a strong 
Israel in favour of the dubious value of the 
Arab States, all of which have proved them- 
selves at most to Owe a very tenuous loyalty 
to the West, while Egypt has often proclaimed 
her hostility. Despite the damage caused by 
Sir ANTHONY EDEN’s speech, the position 
could still be retrieved if the Government were 


determined to infuse a new spirit into the 


Foreign Office and to recognise that it might 
still be possible to establish a_ useful 
collaboration between those countries of the 
Middle East which have not yet accepted the 
kiss of the Soviets and which it can regard as 
its friends—namely, Israel, Turkey, Jordan, 
and Irag. A positive policy of this kind is far 
more likely to inspire confidence than the 
spectacle of Western-sponsored Israel being 
thrown to the wolves. No one, least of all the 
Arabs, has much respect for a country which 


deserts its friends in the hour of their greatest: 


need. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


A CENTRAL feature of this week’s centen- 
ary celebrations of Jews’ College has been 
the laying of the foundation-stone for its 
new building in Montagu Square. Its 
impending removal from Woburn House has 
been causing anxiety regarding the future 
accommodation of the Board of Deputies 
and certain other organisations which have 
been housed at the Jewish Communal 
Centre since its establishment in 1932. As 


was explained at last Sunday's meeting of — 


the Deputies, their present conditions of 
tenure will be vitally affected by the depar- 
ture of the College. The primary concern 
of Concordia Estates, Ltd., the landlords of 
Woburn House, is to provide accommoda- 
tion for Jews’ College and the United 
Synagogue. The entire set-up of Woburn 
House is now being altered, and the basis 
of the present arrangement by which special 
facilities and amenities are now available 
there for the Deputies and various other 
bodies has fundamentally changed. Further- 
more, if the United Synagogue. were later 


to follow the example of Jews’ College and 


remove its head offices elsewhere—as, for 
example, to the new site it has acquired near 
Marble Arch—then the present structure of 
the communal centre would cease to exist. 
The authorities of Jews’ College and the 


- United Synagogue are certainly the proper 


judges of what will best advantage the 
respective interests of those two great institu- 
tions. At the same time the community 


cannot but be deeply concerned about the 
difficulties confronting the Deputies and 


other organisations which are bound to be 
affected by changes at Woburn House. 


It doubtless reflects the trend of the times 


that—in addition to such projects as those — 


connected with the new Marble Arch site 
and the rebuilding of the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue—a number of important 
measures relating to its buildings and sites 
were agreed upon at this week’s Council 
meeting of the United Synagogue. Recently 
the foundation-stone was laid of the new 
building of the Edgware Constituent Syna- 
gogue, which will be ready for full occupa- 
tion in the course of next year. It was 
agreed to sell the existing premises to the 
Zionist Federation of Great Britain and 
Until 
such time aS vacant possession is possible, 
the Zionist Federation will be using the 
present premises jointly with the con- 
gregation. This amicable arrangement 
includes a still wider measure of co-opera- 
tion. For it has been agreed to maintain 
on traditional Orthodox lines the religious 
education that is provided in this school and 
in any other school that may be established 
in London by the Zionist Federation. This 


sharing of premises and co-operation in 
religious endeavour show a commendable 
appreciation of communal needs. More- 
over, there is great significance attaching to 
the entry of the Zionist Federation into this 
educational sphere, a move which will be 
watched with interest. : 


The rebuilding scheme of the Wembley 


Synagogue also came under consideration at 


the same meeting. The growth of this con- 
gregation has indeed been remarkable. It 
became affiliated to the United Synagogue in 
1931, and three years later was admitted as 
a District Synagogue when its male member- 
ship was 100. Now that its male member- 
ship is around 800, it has been admitted as a 
full Constituent Synagogue. In connection 
with its present rebuilding scheme, it may 
be noted that the use of two of its class- 
rooms has been granted to the Middlesex 
Education Committee as an overflow for 
their primary school. Here is another 


significant example of good will in the: 


sharing of premises. 
These synagogue rebuilding schemes have 


been designed to meet the needs of growing 
communities in the Greater London area. 


-However—as is evidenced also by the article 


in this issue, “Synagogues in Decline ”— 


there has been a corresponding diminution 


of Jewish life in its former stronghold in the 
East End. By way of corollary to its 
expansion projects, therefore, the United 
Synagogue. Council 
certain of its East End properties. These 
now disused properties include the sites of the 
former premises of the Beth Din, Beth 


-Hamidrash, Dayan’s residence, and Hambro’ 


Synagogue. In this connection, too, it will 
be remembered that, instead of rebuilding 
the former Great Synagogue, a new place of 
worship is planned for the Marble Arch 
site. Indeed, this new site might perhaps 
be found suitable not only for the erection 
of a synagogue but also of a building where, 
among other centralised activities of the 


United Synagogue, the Beth Din might be 


worthily housed. 


DUPLICATION ON MOROCCO 


A PERHAPS hopeful turn in the changing 
Moroccan situation has been brought about 
by the reinstatement of Sultan BEN YOUSSEF. 
During the period of his banishment partisan 
struggles and riots led ta bloodshed and loss 


of property, in which Jews were not-the least 


of the victims. A settlement of the vexed 
Moroccan political issues offers an oppor- 
tunity for the warring factions to plan con- 
structively for the future. 
message for the large Jewish community was 
the assurance given by the returning SULTAN 
(and reported in last week's issue) to M. 
JACQUES DAHAN and a delegation of the 
Council of Moroccan Jewish Communities of 
the “ full partnership of Jews in the life of the 
nation.” It is all the more regrettable that in 
such a potentially favourable atmosphere the 
World Jewish Congress should have intro- 
duced a jarring note by also sending its own 
delegation to see the SULTAN. While one 
would not wish to withhold any credit due to 
the World Jewish Congress for its “ holding 


on” during the time of the riots earlier this 


year, when the only other body active in the 
Jewish interest in Morocco was the non- 
political relief organisation, the “ Joint,” it is 
difficult to imagine what could be expected to 
be achieved at this moment by the W.J.C. 
démarche, about which the official representa- 
tive body of Moroccan Jewry had been 
neither consulted nor informed. Nor is this 
the first occasion on which the W.J.C. has 
profiered its uninvited attentions over the 
Moroccan situation. In August, when the 
French Government called a conference on 
Morocco at Arx-les-Bains, to which the 
official representatives of the Jewish popula- 
tion of Morocco were invited, the W.J.C. 
appeared without being asked, and, to the 
embarrassment of the official Jewish delega- 
tion, initiated separate negotiations. Further- 
more, at the meeting of important Jewish 
Organisations which took place in Paris last 
week (as we reported in our last issue), it is 
understood that, while all other organisations 
agreed to co-ordinate their activities with 
regard to Morocco, the World Jewish Con- 
gress refused, and prefers to play its own 
wayward hand. The Jewish situation in North 
Africa is too serious for organisational con- 
siderations to hamper unified efforts on 
behalf of our coreligionists, and it is time 
that the W.J.C. exercised a little more self- 
discipline. |

Mr. McCormick (whose admirable study 
deserves to be widely read) | first met 4 
Mendeés-France in Algiers during the war when 
he was Commissioner for Finance in the Freneh 
National Committee. He had been condemned 
to death by Vichy; he had escaped and flown 
in bombers against the Nazis; and now he was 


helping De Gaulle in his attempt to restore 


France’s authority and prestige among the 
nations. Shortly afterwards he was to confirm 
the impression of uncompromising incorrupii- 
bility which he then made on me : he proposed. 
on the liberation of France, a wholesale mone- 
tary reform in the face of fierce opposition by 
the orthodox economists like Pleven and fess 
orthodox economists who had done well out of 
the war. - Mendés-France was overruled. He 
resigned, and for over ten years, he remained 
an active back-bencher, steadfastly rejecting 
any sort of ministerial office which would have 
prevented him from. carrying out the radical 
reforms which he thought, and thinks. necessary 
for France’s salvation. 


Political Principles 


Mendés-France, as Mr. McCormick so effec- 
tively demonstrates, has restored something 
of its old meaning to the term ~ fadical” in 
France, where nowadays it is equated with 
“ conservative.”’ More than that by his example 
as well as by his precept, he strengthened 
France’s politics which had sunk into empiricism 
at best and opportunism at worst. with an 
injection of. principle. He saw the pattern of 
French public life as one of weak politicians 
technocrats such~ as 
Monnet, the functionaries who carried France 
over the great crevasse in its Parliamentary 
system. What he would have wished would 
have been to integrate the political and technical 
planners so that at last a strong Party. con 
centration might emerge, worthy. of | those 
Frenchmen who since 1945 have. built some of 
the finest railways, aircraft, and hydro-electric 
schemes in the world. 

In many ways, Mendés-France resembles the 
late Sir Stafford Cripps. He has an external 
coldness ; he drinks milk perforce and allows 
it to be thought a virtue ; he has a !ucid mind 
that expresses itself in clear language : sensitive 
by temperament, he none the less chooses the 
path of danger in order to test his own 
character. Bonhomie is a quality familiar 
in both Frenchmen and Jews. Mendes-France 
lacks it. Not that he is ill-disposed towards 
mankind ; on the contrary, his radio talks to the 
nation were intimate and warm. But he ' 
the sort of man who can be more cordial at the 
end of a telephone than in person. 

And yet, for all, the jealousy and the hatred 
that he summoned up—the outspoken ante 
semites were the least of those who disliked 
him for being a Jew—he was the first post-wat 
French politician to be popular. In his Norman 
constituency he is loved. In_ the 
villages of France, men and women who had 
become cynical about French politicians turned 
with delight as they heard in him a new voice 
that was yet an old voice, the liberal and radical 
voice of the Republic in its heyday. the voice 
of a France whose average age alone iM

In the East End of London, once the 
mainspring Of Jewish life, an 
unparalleled decline in the observance 
of traditional Judaism has been wit- 
nessed over the past thirty years. This 
cannot be explained. solely by the 
migration of synagogue members to 
other parts of the Metropolis, for it 
ic estimated that there are still over 
50.000 Jews residing in the East End. 
’ Not only are synagogues devoid of 
adult worshippers, but, far more 
important, the youth are drifting away 
from Judaism with hardly anything 
being done to stay this trend. 

The core of communal life is the 
synagogue or, in the fuller elaboration 
of the term, the Bet Haknesset; but 
in sum these houses of God in the 
Fast End today bear a mournful 
aspect. Some, like the “Great,” lie 
derelict through the blitz, and many of 
those that remain are but empty shells. 


Few Rabbis and Chazanim 


in the Federation of Synagogues 
alone, of 34 synagogues many have to 
struggle to keep going. Practically all 
bravely exhibit on their exteriors times 
of minyanim on the Shabbat and 
throughout the week, but in many 
cases this is merely wishful thinking. 
Some cannot even get a minyan on 


Friday evenings or Shabbat mornings, © 


even with the help of minyan men. In 
some caseS minyan searchers have to 
go into the street to rope in congre- 
gants. Only six of these congregations 
have rabbis and chazanim, and the 
payment offered for services rendered 
—in one case rumoured to be only £5 


per week—is hardly an inducement to - 


would-be. ministerial personnel. 

A factor which militates against 
some of these synagogues becoming 
buoyant congregations is that. for the 
most part, they are concentrated in too 
small an area, some being practically 
adjacent. . For. example, in Dunk 
Street there are three congregations— 
the Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash, the 
Mile End New Town Synagogue. and 


the Austrian Dzikover Synagogue. In 


Philpot Street there are the Philpot 
Street Great Synagogue and the Phil- 
pot Street Sphardish Synagogue, with 
the Nelson Street Sphardish Synagogue

SyNagogues in Princelet Street, the 
Chevra Torah Congregation and the 
Princelet Street Synagogue, the oldest 
Synagogue in the Federation, founded

the United Synagogue, too, are per- 
meated with the rugged individualism 
of their congregants. There are many 
factors in amalgamation to be con- 
sidered. For example, what happens 
to the synagogue personnel? What 
say would the Hon. Officers of the 
synagogue to be amalgamated have in 
the new combined establishment ? 
Would the preponderance of influence 
on the Board be proportionate to the 
assets each congregation contributes 
to the amalgamation? What mem- 
bers of a newly constituted community 
would represent.it on the Council of 
the Federation ? 

While some Federation synagogues 
have amalgamated successfully, others 
are opposed to the idea. For example, 
it is common knowledge that the 
Federation urged the Stepney Ortho- 
dox Congregation not to rebuild its 
blitzed synagogue but to join with the 
Jubilee Street Congregation, which not 


long ago built a mew synagogue. At

infused into the new. And the prob- 
lem of attracting the youth remains. 
Nearly all, and in some cases all, 
the congregants at a !arge number of 
Federation synagogues are Yiddish- 
speaking. What isto happen to future 
generations of English-speaking youth 
who will be lost to the synagogues 
unless herculean efforts are made to 
cope with the situation before it is too 
late? The Federation officers recog- 
nise this, and have had plans for a 
number of years for the appointment 
of an English-speaking rabbi and the 
establishment of a Jewish Day School 
in the East End, but are they apply- 
ing themselves to the task with that 
diligence which the urgency of the 
situation demands? Clapton, Ohel 
Shem, and Neasden are examples of 
thriving communities in which the 
Federation can take pride.. It is their 
duty not to allow the East End to go 


by default.

neighbour, the Machzike Hadath, by 
31 years. 

Some of the synagogues have attrac- 
tive exteriors as well as interiors, 
others bear a_ dilapidated aspect. 
Admittedly, prayer is the essential, 
however humble the abode, but 
a fresh coat of paint occasionally 
might well attract the hesitant. 

At a recent meeting of the Council 
of the Federation of Synagogues, Mr. 
M. Lederman, the President, made a 
renewed appeal for the voluntary 
amalgamation of “redundant” syna- 
gogues in the East End. About ten 
East End synagogues, it is stated. 
would suffice to channel communal 
work in the East End along more 
intensive paths. But synagogues of 
the Federation, and for that matter,

one time, the Jewish Hospital, adjacent 
to it in Stepney Green, wanted the 
bombed site on which to build a new 
wing. The Stepney Orthodox Syna- 
gogue, however, took the view that it 
must try to rebuild its own congrega- 
tion, which is of 70 years’ standing. 
They have their own minhagim to 
which their members are. accustomed 


wish to preserve their traditions. 


Moreover, on the Holy-days, when the 
synagogue is crowded they consider 
that there will be insufficient accom- 
modation for their members. 

But: amalgamation. however laud- 
able, can never be the panacea for the 
burning problem of the East End. 
By reducing the number of obsolete 
or obsolescent synagogues there is no 
guarantee that fresh vitality will be 


gogue has problems commensurable 
with those of the Federation, though 
theirs are not solely confined to the 
East End. The Council report cover- 
ing the last financial year listed 11 
Assisted synagogues out of: 24 
Constituents. The Assisted synagogues 
were the “ Great,” Central, Borough, 
East. London, North London, Dal- 
ston, Hammersmith, Hackney, Stoke 
Newington, Brondesbury. and Brixton. 
The deficits varied from £99 (Central) 
to £1,466 (Dalston), making a total 
deficit of over £8,600. In view of the 
Statement last June by the United 
Synagogue Joint Treasurer, Mr. F. A. 
Rossdale, that the United Synagogue 
finances are in a precarious position, 
that capital funds are exhausted, and 


that the United Synagogue has had to — 


- bodies 


borrow money, it seems pertinent to 
inquire whether finances might not be 
improved by the discontinuance of 
some of the deficit synagogues. 

As far as the East End is concerned, 
the decision has been taken not to 
rebuild the “ Great,” but the problem 
of accommodating worshippers of the 
“Great” in other premises does 
not seem to have been settled. Indica- 
tions are that the remaining congre- 
gants do not take kindly to the sugges- 
tion that the “ Old Great” might be 
situated in Adler House with the 
“ New Great” at Marble Arch. 

The other United Synagogues in the 
East End—East London, Mile End 
and Bow—have also seen better days 
and are now in the doldrums. The 
problem of a minyan at the East Lon- 
don Synagogue, for example, is just 
as acute as in a number of Federation 
Synagogues, and last year the syna- 
gogue had a deficit of over £1,000, 

Stiff Opposition 

‘In North London, the heautiful and 
once flourishing synagogue at Lofting 
Road, Highbury, is now a shadow of 
its former glory. Were it not for the 
children of the Hebrew Classes there 
would be no minyan on the Shabbat, 

In its effort to persuade synagogues 
to follow paths it considers they ought 
to travel the United Synagogue, like 
the Federation, has encountered stiff 
opposition. For example, the Borough 
Synagogue declined to go into liquida- 
tion, pointing out that as the mother 
community of South London, with a 
Ladies Guild, Hebrew Classes, and 
other prerequisites of a well-ordered 
community, it could play a construc- 
tive role in the life of local Jewry. 
By utilising the hall of what was once 
the main synagogue for congregational 
needs and by letting the rest of the 
property, the community, from. the 
revenue therefrom, was able. to show 
that even financially it merited the 
right to continued existence, its annual 
deficit amounting to only £100. 

It is apparent: that in the East End, 
at any rate, the Federation and the. 
United Synagogue have interlocking 
problems. From time to time the two 
are at  loggerheads. but 
generally, it can be said, they are ready 
to co-operate in communal .fields 
of endeavour, such as the Shechita 
Board and in Jewish education. If 
that is so, has not the time arrived 
for both organisations to poo! their 
endeavours in.a joint effort. Leshem 
Shamayim, to resuscitate their own 
congregations in the East End and 
the community generally by making an 
all-out effort, in conjunction with the 
Chief Rabbi, to tackle the situation ? 


EVERAL things strike one 
rather quickly, even after the 
shortest of visits to the Jewish 

community. in Mexico: it is 

young (although some Jews came to 

Mexico in the early 1900s, the bulk 

of the community is only about 

thirty years old); it is small (there 
are only about 22,000 Jews 
altogether jn Mexico, 18,000 in 

Mexico City, and the rest in Mon- 

terrey, Guadalajara, and other 

towns); it is, in the main, rather 
wealthy ; and it is generous. 


Zionist Ties 


_ This makes it one of the most 
interesting Jewish communities in the 
world. But to call it a “ community ” 
may be misleading. It is, in fact, six 
communities tied together organisa- 
tionally rather loosely in the Comité 
Central Israelita de Mexico, which is 
the Jewish co-ordinating body. But 
while the six sections are somewhat 
aloof from each other, they have these 
things in common: they are together 
in their isolation from the rest of the 
country as a small minority group in 
a Catholic State; and they face a 
common hostility which, at best, is 
Passive, but present, and at worst 
Manifests itself in traditional forms of 
non-violent antisemitism. In an atmo- 
sphere such as this it is not surprising 
that the community has another tie— 
that of Zionism. 

_ Mexican Jewry is divided into the 
lollowing groups: 

Nidjei Israel, the most important 
and by far the strongest element, with 
fewer than 14,000 members. It is one 
of the three Ashkenazi communities—

the others are German and Hungarian 
—-and dates back to 1932. It is East 
European in origin, Orthodox in reli- 
gion, and  Yiddish-speaking. Its 
annual budget of $72, takes care of 
four synagogues, a religious school, 
Yavne, yeshiva, a. mikva, a 
chevra kadisha and cemetery. a kosher 
restaurant, a Home for the aged, an 
hotel in Cuernevaca, and philanthropic 
work. This group is engaged in 
forming a kehilla. 

The Union Sefaradi was founded in 
1942, although Sephardi Jews were 
among the first immigrants here. Its 
members come from Greece, Yugo- 
slavia, Bulgaria, and Turkey. Jt has 
a synagogue, Yehuda Halevy, where 
the services are of the Reform type. 
The Union, which maintains a day 
school, has a membership of about 
650 families (3,500 people). 

Monte Sinai is the community of 
Damascus Jews, founded in 1912. lis 
new synagogue, built only last year, Is 
among the most beautiful in the 
Western Hemisphere, although the 
community is about the poorest in 
Mexico. It supports its own day 
school. Colegio Monte Sinai, and has 
a membership of about 600 families. 

Zedaka U’Marpeh, another commu- 
nity of Syrian Jews, consisting of 
immigrants from Aleppo, is strongly 
Orthodox. It maintains a synagogue, 
a mikva, and a Talmud Torah, and 
recently organised a day school. 

Menorah Hatikvah, an Ashkenazi 
community of German-speaking Jews, 
was founded in 1948, Its activities 
are mainly social and cultural, 
although it organises religious services

for its 200-members on the Holy-days. 

Emuna, another Ashkenazi group, 
consists of Hungarian Jews. It has 
a membership of 200 families. Like 
the German-Jewish community, — its 
activities are mainly social and cul- 
tural, though i, too, organises services 
on the Holy-days. | 

The Jewish community ts as diverse 
at its membership. The Damascus 
and Aleppo community of “Arab 
Jews” live mainly in what the other 
Jews call “the Ghetto,” an area in 
the south-western part of Mexico City. 


Backward Customs 


These Jews are almost indistinguish- 
able from their Mexican neighbours, 
except for the yarmu’kas the children 
wear even at play in the streets. The 
Damascans and Aleppans are gener- 
ally small-scale street pedlars and 
shopkeepers. They have brought with 
them some of their backward social 
customs, such as keeping the woman 
in an inferior status. It pains the 
instructors at their day school to see 
bright girls brought there reluctantly, 
then taken out quickly at puberty to 
be prepared for their only Career— 
an early marriage. As for the boys, 
there is not the ambition for them 
among their parents that one sees in 
the Ashkenazi community—for higher 
education. 

The Union Sefaradi community is 
better off financially and highly 
advanced culturally. Many the 
hundreds of silverware. shops around 
the Zocolo—the Plaza de la Constitu- 
cion—and on Avenida Madero are 


owned by them. ‘Standing in. their 
shops or in front of them, they appear 
exactly as their brothers do jn. the 
Piazza San Marco in Venice and 
along the shop-hned avenues of Paris. 
They live unostentatiously jn middie- 
class sections of the city. 

The members of the largest Ash- 
kenazi community—-Nidjei  Israel— 
follow the dictates of their economic 
positions in the places .and_ sections 
they live, ranging from the middle- 
class area in the Parez Mexico district 
to the extremely expensive residential 
sections at the farther end of the 
Paseo de la Reforma, Mexico City’s 
Champs-Elysées. 

That many of Mexico’s Jews can 
afford such luxury is apparent not only 
from the places in which they live but 
also from the community structures 
they have built, and noting the tremen- 
dous sums they have given to 
charitable causes at home and abroad. 

In most respects the Nidjei Israel 
community follows the pattern of Jews 
in other parts of the Diaspora. It 
holds a fair portion of the “ middle 
positions” jin the economy, its mem- 
bers are shopkeepers, wholesalers, etc.., 
and its sons are doctors, lawyers, 
dentists, engineers, and members of 
the so-called “free professions.” 

In other respects the community is 
different. It is younger and more 
tightly kmit. Also it has practically 
no assimilation or intermarriage. 
This is not to say that there is no 
desire among some Jews to assimilate. 
The fact of the matter is that condi- 
tions militate against it. Despite the 
fact that Mexico has been anti-clerical

since the Jast century, it is almost 
wholly Catholic and antisemitic, 
although passively so. Although jt is 
denied officially, it is a fact that it is 
practically impossible for a Jew to get 
an immigration visa from the Mexican 
Government, | 

In Mexico the Jews are not only a 
minority but are made to fee! like a 
minority, It is virtually impossible 
for them to share jn the making of 
the laws or in government on any 
these circumstances it 
is unrealistic to say that the chances 
for assimilation in the foreseeable 
future exist, and even the earlier stage 
of integration is not quite present. 
Toleration is perhaps the betier word 
to describe their situation. 


Desire to Emigrate to U.S.A. 


While the Jews are in Mexico, 
they are not of it. And the fact of 
the matter is that most of the Jews 
here, at least in the Ashkenazi com- 
munities, desired to go to the United 
States in the first place, and many still. 
harbour that vain hope. 

The community is tightly know out 
of sheer necessity, for otherwise its 
members would be isolated individuals 
in a strange land. This is the reason 
for its identification with worid Jewry 
and its lively interest in Israe!, which 
manifests itself im an active Zionist 
movement and a smal! but steady 
stream of aliya. 

Its isolation has also produced a 
“ turminwardness,” which is apparent 
in its generous grants to all Jewish 
causes, in expensive schools, in nmch 
synagogues, in a ntultiplicity of orga- 
nisations, all of which result in the 
highest per capita contributions after ~ 
the Jewish community in South Africa,

PREJUDICE AND TOLERANCE 


Addresses by C.C.J. 
Secretary

The Rev. W. W. Simpson, General 
Secretary of the Council of Christians 
and Jews, spent last week-end in 
Liverpool. On Sunday he addressed a 
meeting of Jewish and Christian youth 
on “Prejudice”; spoke to the Jewish 
Graduates’ Association on ™“ Toler- 
ance”; and preached at evensong at 
All Saints Parish Church, Childwall.

Synagogue in Stam ford 
Hill 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A new Sephardi community of Jews 
from the Far East, mainly from 
India. has been established in London. 
A temporary 
synagogue has 
been opened at 
7? Stamford Hill, 
and services are 
held on Friday 
evenings and 
Saturday  morn- 
ings. In addition 
there 1s a Seuda 
Sheiishit on the 
Shabbat. 

There’ are now 
about 200 families 
from the Far East 
in London. They. 
live. mostly in ie Siamford Hill area. 


Some families have also. settled in East 
london. 


The majority of the families

started 


“to come to London after the war, par- 


ticularly after 1948, . following the 
changes that took place in the Far East 
and in India. There are Jews from 
Singapore and Rangoon and other Far 
Fasiern cities, but most of the new- 
comers are from. Calcutta and Bombay. 

Over 1,000 Indian and. Far Eastern 
Jews have arrived. in London in recent 
years. and the immigration continues. 
Neativ every ship from the Far East 
brings a number of Jewish immigrants 
who have the option of claiming British 
cilizenship. Othér Indian Jews have been 
i@aving for Israel. 

Most of the newcomers in London are 
young. people. They are exceptionally 
hard working and find ready employment 
in factories. Some of the young people 
have shown gifts in other direcuions and 
are studying for the hberal professions. 
The development of this new commu- 
nity has been greatly encouraged by the 
help given by the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation. The Haham, Rabbi Dr. 
S. Gaon, and Dr.-S. D. Sassoon have been 
particularly helpful. 


Zionist Leaders’ Effort 


As soon as it was discovered that a 
sizable communily was growing up in 
London some of the Indian Jews who 
had been leaders of Zionist organisauions 
and communal! groups in India decided 
that it was essential, because of the social 
and religious problems that were bound 
io arise, that they should have a com- 
munal organisation. Qne of the leaders 
in this campaign has been a young Cal- 
cutta Zionist leader, Mr. David Elias, 
who came. to this country. in 1950, Mr. 
Elias. who has beem Vice-President of the 
Zionist. Organisation of India, left shortly 
afterwards for Israel to help to deal with 
some of the problems which. beset an 
Indian moshav in the Jewish State. On 
his. return to London. the task of orga- 
nising Far Eastern Jewry in London was 
restarted with renewed energy, 

The Spanish and Portuguese Congre- 
gation immediately offered a_ helping 
hand. When a house was hired in 7 
Stamford Hill the congregation lent it a 
number of sefarim and other appur- 
tenances, and an Ark was. also - built. 
There have been large attendances at the 
Shabbat services, and during. the last 
Holy-davs the synagogue proved. too 
small to accommodate all. the worship- 
pers, additional accommodation having 
to be provided in Ambhurst Park, A 
large number of. Far Eastern Jews 

sttended the services at the Bevis Marks 

The services on Shabbat are being 
conducted by Mr. Eh Solomon and Mr. 
S. Dehem. The community is. anxious 
io irain some of its younger people to 
conduct religious services, 

The Chairman. of the community, 
which is known as Eastern Jewry Syna- 


gogue. is Mr. §. Ramond: the Treasurer, 
Mr. E. F..E. Moses; and the Hon. 
Secretary, Mr. Elias. 


One of the greatest obstacles to the 
development of the community is lack of 
funds. but Mr. Elias tells me that they 
are planning to obtain a hall to accom- 
modaic between 200 and 300 people. 
They are anxious to arrange social activi- 
tics and eager to associate with the 
Ashkenazi community. 

The newcomers are mostly deeply 
religious and are concerned to ensure 
that their children obiain a_ thorough 
Jewish education. Some of the children 
are already attending Jewish schools. 
lt is hoped to open Hebrew classes within 
a few weeks. 

Dr. Gaon told me he hoped that when 
the community becomes well established 
it would join the Associated Sephardic 
Communities. There was a long tradi- 
tion . of cooperation between the 


Sephardi community here and Angio-—

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POSITION OF POLISH JEWRY 
Encouragement of Yiddish

Mainly uncertain and elusive replies 
were given at a brains trust on the 
present situation of the Jews in 
Poland, held under the auspices of the 
British-Polish Friendship Society, at 
the Warsaw Club, 81 Portland Place, 
W.1, on Monday. The panel con- 
sisted of Mrs. Ann Gold, Miss Rahel 
Gould, Miss Honore Levine (a Hebrew 
teacher), Dr. A. Rapaport (Chairman 
of the Croydon Peace Committee), and 
Mrs, Minna Samuel (Meetings 


Organiser of the British-Polish Friend- 


ship Society), Mrs. Ray Waterman 
(Assistant Secretary, Rosenberg Com- 
mittee), and Mr. Alec Waterman 


(London Correspondent of the War- 


saw Yiddish paper VOLKSTIMME), all 


of whom had recently visited Poland. 


‘Professor Hyman Levy presided. 
Questioned on the size of the Jewish | 


population in. Poland. the panel agreed 
that there were some 70.000. to 80.000 
Jews. There had been no population 
census since 1948 and those figures were 
computed from. statisiics of visitors to 
the Yiddish theatres and applications for 
matzot at Passover. 


The panel disclaimed any knowledge . 


of restrictions placed on the emigration 
of Polish Jews to Israel. It was argued 
that the Polish Government offered 


prospective immigranis to Israel every 
facilty to take their beiongings and 
property, which was denied to persons 
leaving for other countries. However, 
members of the pancl said they were 
under the impression that Jews now resi- 
dent in Poland “ would not dream of 
leaving there,’ and on the contrary m 
recem years the numbers of “ returnees ” 
from Israel far outnumbered those of the 
emigrants, 

No new synagogues were seen by any 
of the panel members, who thought that 
the tradition of Polish Jews of praying 
in a shticbel lessened the urgency for the 
consiruciion of synagogues, However, 
the authorities were planning to rebuild 
some of the old synagogues of architec- 
tural interest which had been desiroyed 
by the Nazis. 

Miss Honore Levine said she regretted 
that there were no facilities for teaching 
modern Hebrew in any of the. Jewish 
schools. she had visited. 

The Government, it was stated, was 
encouraging the study of Yiddish even 
in small communities, and every possible 
assisiance was being given to Yoddish 
publications, the flourishing Yiddish 
theatres, the Jewish Historical Instiwe 
in Warsaw, and the Cultura! and Social 
Association of Polish Jews, with its many 
constituent bodies throughout the coumry. 

Phere were some thirty Jewish congre- 
gations . maintaining their rabbis, and 
enjoying full facilities of religous free- 
dom.. Kosher meat and matzot were 
available, and full religious instructions 
offered in. Chedarim,

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PEACE WITHOUT HONOUR? 


Crisis in Middle East 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—May | congratulate you on 
your forthright: leader on the Pr.me 
Minister's Guildhall speech. It is pro- 
foundly regrettable that Sir Anthony 
Eden, whose past record entitled him 
to be considered realistic in his 
approach to many of the vexing prob- 
lems of today in the field of foreign 
policy, made a speech that has done 
grave harm, not merely to Israel, but 
to British interests. As you point out, 
it was not the Israelis, but the Arabs 
who refused to accept the United 
Nations resolution of November 30, 
1947, and it is the height of impudence 
for the Arab leaders to claim now 
that the terms of that resolution 
should be accepted by Israel. In any 
event the willingness of the Israelis to 
accept the resolution was upset by 
Arab aggression. 

The public memory. notoriously 
short, but I cannot think that the Prime 
Minister has forgotten .(even if his 
Foreign Office advisers would not like 
him, or British public opinion, to recall) 


that Israel is the only true democracy 
in the Middle East and, because it is a 


democracy, is entitled to the sympathy. 


and understanding of other democratic 
States. It cannot seriously be argued 
that any of the Arab States is democratic 
sense, or that, in the 37 
years that have elapsed since Ottoman 
rule over Arabia ended, the rulers of the 


, various Arab States have done anything 


worth while to improve the lot of the 
masses of their inhabitants. 

Both Sir Anthony and British public 
opinion as a whole need to be reminded 
of the historical record. It is a tragedy 
that the pro-Arab “ mystique” that has 
bedevilled British policy in the Middle 
Fast. for so long is still so strongly 
entrenched in the Foreign Office. [i is 
a tragedy because in. fact there is no 
justification for the claim, implicit 
British policy towards the Arab States, 
that the Arabs make loyal allies. Has 
Sir Anthony forgotten that brute force. 
or at any rate the threat of brute force, 
had to be used to prevent Farouk from 
being actively disloyal at a time when 
Britain’s position during the last war was 
gravely endangered, or that brute force 
had to be used against Irag? Has he 
forgotten that the Jews of Palestine, 
though they had little cause to feel par- 
ticularly grateful to Britain in 1939. 
fought heroically and wholeheartedly at 
Britain's side ? 

The supply of arms to the Arabs can 
be justified (assuming that there is a 
danger against which we need allies) only 
on the ground that the Arabs are reliable 
allies in the Middle East History indi- 
cates that the Arab States in fact cannot 
be relied on. Israel is at present the sole 
bastion of democracy in the Middle East, 
Israel can be a true, and loyal, ally. of 


the. democratic world. If the Prime 
Minister really wants to serve the cause 
of democracy and io gain for Britain a 
rel'able friend, he shouid refresh hi. his- 
tory and decide that the supp'y of arms 
io the Arabs should be s.opped, noi least 
in Britain's own interest.

Maim. Hilchoth Akum x, 3). 
Furthermore, if -an Israelite buys. a 


field or a house in Israel from a Gentile 
he is allowed to ask a Gentile to write 
a document on his behalf even on the 
Sabbath. which, otherwise, is not allowed 
It was only because of yishuyv eretz 
yisrael. On the other hand, the tribes 
of Reuben, Gad, and half Manasseh 
were punished by being exiled, _ first 
because they desired the Transjordanian 
pasture land which was outside Israel 
(Bamidbar Rabbah 22), but also because 
Qmri built a city in Israel he merited 
kingship (1 Kings xvi.24,Sanhedrin 102b).

No Opportunity for Debate 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—There were many expressions 
of regret at the Board of Deputies 
meeting on Sunday last that no oppor- 
tunity was given to members to debate 
the series of resolutions on Israel. 


There are surely two purposes in mind 
when resolutions of this type are sub- 
mitted to the. Board. The first is our 
desire to show. our brethren jin Israel 
that Anglo-Jewry stands shoulder 
shoulder with them in this crisis, and, 
secondly, to use what influence we can 
to make the views of Anglo-Jewry known 
to the Government and the people of this 
country, 

I feel, as did others, that these purposes 
were not best served by the manner in 
which the . resolutions were tabled nor 
by their text. 

Mr. Sharett’s statement in New York 
could have been the model for the 
Board's resolutions. It said everything 
that needed saying, but what was more 
important it said it succinctly. 

In view of the fact that we are the 
Board of British Jews, it would have 
been psychologically sound to have wel- 
comed the statement of the Prime Minis- 
ter “on the understanding that the refer- 
ence to adjustment of boundaries means 
only such minor alteration of frontier 
lines as will make for stability between 
Israel and those countries adjacent to her 


and thai [Israel will be supplied with arms — 


that will enable her to keep her territory 
inviolate.” 

Resolutions along the above lines might 
have received. national press publicity. 
Those we adopted had a tiny paragraph 
in one or two papers.

However, the 
all-important question of the moment is 
the very existence of Israel itself, and 
debates in England about the form of

Hamburger 
that, should the present emergency jn 
Israel continue in its acute form, jj 
might be necessary for the Z.0nist 
Executive to reconsider both the date 
of the Zionist Congress and the Con- 
gress elections. It may be necessary 
to postpone the Congress and convene 
instead a meeting of the Actions Com. 
mittee, or reconvene the |asi Congress 
(if that is constitutionally possible), 
But I hope that, on reflection, Cir 
Hamburger will appreciate that there 
would not be much purpose in cop- 
vening a new Zionist Congress without 


Congress elections, or, at any rate. 


without giving those parties which 
were unsuccessful at the last elections 
an Opportunity to contest their chance 
at the hands of the electorate. 

| would also appeal io Cilr. Ham 
burger to suspend the discussion over 
Congress elections. Experience -has 
shown that, once Congress elections are 


abandoned, the sheke! campaign’ js 
doomed. gather that in the years 
57i1-12—the non-Congress years—the 


sale of shekalim in this country dropped 
very heavily. The Zionist parties. all 
told (apart from the Zionist Federation). 
have so far paid the Shekel Committee 


. for only just over 3,000 shekalim for that 


period. If any agreement were to be 
arrived at at the -preseni .time, doing 
away with elections to the next Congress, 
your readers can well imagine how many 
shekalim will be disposed of by the 
Zionist parties, in the light of the tigures 
for 5711-12. Consequently, England will 
most certainly not become entitled to ten 
delegates at the next Congress, Inasmuch 
as Cllr. Hamburger advocates that the 
three parties should have the same 
number of seats at the next Congress, 


this would fatally destroy his whole 


proposal. 

One of the main difficulties about Clr, 
Hamburger’s proposa! is that to do away 
with elections to Congress would be a 
great injustice towards the smaller parties, 
particularly Mapam, which would. be 
deprived of the opportunity of putting ifs 
case before the Zionist electorate, with 
whom, of course, the final. decision must 
rest. 

I would, therefore, appeal io Cllr. 
Hamburger and to my fellow-Zionists to 
follow the principle of. first things first. 
For the moment let: us, among other 
things, concentrate upon vigorous 
shekel effort, so that the maximum 
number of our fellow-Jews in this country 
should | identify themselves. with the 
Zionist Movement and, thereby, demon- 
strate their solidarity with the State of 
Israel. 

As for the rest, we can safely leave 
matters in the hands of the Zionist 
Fxecutive, who will. be guided -by the 
Government of the State of Israel as 10 
the crisis and as to whether the Zionist 
Congress should or should not be com 
vened at the appointed time.

Lecturer’s Contention 
Denied 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRonIcLe 


Sir.-Mr. Witriol’s remarks reported 
in your issue of last week about 
Yiddish dying sent me to the Jewisn 
WortD (now incorporated in THE 
JewISH CHRONICLE) of 1906, had 
an interview by Israel Cohen with 
Sholem Asch, then a young man of 20, 
on his first visit to London ; it hailed 
his promise at the outset of his career. 
and concluded with these words : * Yet 
ihe, speak of the decay of Yiddish !” 

In the SO years since then, Asch has 
written his great corpus of work, all in 
Yiddish. Last week I was in Asch’s Lon- 
don home at small gathering of his 
lamily and friends for his 75th birthday, 
and he spoke to-us about. of the 
splendid Yiddish writers who were babies 
or were not yet born in 1906 and have 
made a lasting contribution to literature. 
lizik Manger is one of them. Sutzkever 
tribute to him in. his recent 
‘interview in’ THe JewtsH CHronicie. 

Arthur Waley, no mean judge of poetry, 
says that Manger is one of the greatest 
pocts today in any language. Suizkever, 
who was born in 1913, is another. There 
are young Yiddish writers in many paris 
of the world who are only just starting 
iheir work, as Asch was not long before 
i906, and Manger and Sutzkever were in 
the [920°s. steady flow of Yiddish 
hooks and papers that come to me weck 
after week shows that whatever the future 
holds.

1am told that the 
daily Yiddish paper in Israel sells 35,000 
copies, with an estimated readership of 
100,000, The most important Yiddish 
literary oMagazine we have to day is 
Sutzkever's “ Goldene. Keit,”. published 
in Israel with the support of the Histadrut. 
TL heard living Yiddish speech on the lips 
of many. bi-lingual sabras. We used to 
Reai-a-lot-in propaganda about 
‘Isracl as a Middle-East Switzerland. Why 
should it not be. like Swutzerland also

HILLEL 


By AUNTIE 
Gre the reign of Herod the 


Great there lived a man who 

will always be remembered as 
one of the noblest characters and 
greatest teachers in Jewish history. 
His name was Hillel and he was a 
member of a family that had remained 
in Babylon after the return under 
Zerubbabel. He learned all he could 
in the Babylonian school, but wished 
to study more, so he went to Jeru- 
salem. Here the great school 
learning was taught by the leading 
rabbis of the time, Abtalion and 
Shematah. 


At the School 


In those days it was against Jewish 
law to teach for money and no fee 
was charged by the rabbis, but the 
doorkeepers received presents. Every 
rabbi followed some other occupation 
as well as teaching. Hillel himself 
was a woodcutter and he often did not 
earn enough to support himself. One 
bitterly cold Friday, just before Sab- 
bath. Hillel came to the school but 
was turned away by the doorkeeper 
when he could not offer the fee. 
’ Undaunted, Hillel climbed up to one 
of the windows and, through a hole, 
he was able to listen to the wise words 
of the rabbis who were explaining 
difficult passages of Torah. 

When the rabbis arrived at. the 
school the next morning it seemed 
darker than ordinarily and Shemaiah 


of | 


turned to Abtalion and asked: “ Do 
you not think our school is darker 
than usual?’ Then they saw the 
form of a man on the windows-sill, 
covered with snow. Outside they 
found Hillel half frozen with the cold. 
They took him down and, although 
it was Shabbat. the rabbis kindled a 
fire, revived him with food 


“It is worth while to break the Sab- 
bath for such a man. for he will keep 
many future Sabbaths in return for this 
broken one.” After that, Hillel was 
allowed to study, although he had no 
money, as his desire for knowledge 
had been proved. 

Hillel is quoted as the author of 
many famous sayings. ~ Separate not 
thyself from the community ” is one 
of these. He was anxious that the 
Jewish people should cling together 
in order that their faith might be 
preserved. 


Study of the Torah 


It is said that Hillel often used. to 
try to persuade people to study the 
Law. One day. he stood at the gate 
of Jerusalem and watched the people 
as they went to their daily work. 
“How much,” he inquired, “do you 
hope to earn today?” One would 
say one denar, another two denars, 
and then Hillel would ask: ‘ And 
what will you do with the money ? ” 
The men would reply: “We will buy 
the necessities of life.” “ Then.” said 
Hillel, “ would vou not rather come 
and make the Torah your possession, 
so that, in this way, you will possess 


and 
“warmth, and they said to each other: 


both this world and the future 
world?” 

One day, Hillel's pupils at the close 
of his lecture walked part of the way 
home with him. (It was a recognised 
part of a student's course to be with 
the rabbi as much as possible to watch 
his words, his ways, and his deeds.) 
The pupils asked the rabbi where he 
was going. “Iam going to perform a 
mitzvah,” Hillel replied. The pupils 
anxiously asked what the duty was. 
“JT am about to bathe myself in the 
bath-house.” Full of curiosity, the 


‘students asked: “ But. master, is that 


a religious duty?” “ Yes, indeed,” 
was Hillel’s reply. “ Here in this city, 
you see the statues of kings being kept 
clean, se how much more should I, 
who. have been created in the image 
of God. keep my body clean?” 
Cleanliness of body and thought was 
an important part of the Jewish reli- 
gion in those days as well as it 1s 
today. | 


A Great Teacher 


Apart. however. from his noble 


character, Hillel will always be remem- 


bered as having: put the traditional 
law into proper order handed 
down by the rabbis. He did much of 
the work of collecting and arranging 
the material, and if he pronounced an 
opinion it was usually accepted, as his 
knowledge was so vast. He framed 
rules to explain the existing laws, and 
he was always on the side of those 
who wished to make the laws reason- 
able. Hillel's chief colleague on the 
Sanhedrin was. named Shammai, but 
there was a big difference in the two 
rabbis. Hillel was quiet and peace- 
loving and attracted to him men who 
were of this-type. They desired to 
make the Law within. the 
requirements of everyday life. . But 
Shammai. a stern and severe man, 
had followers who believed that they 
could not be too strict in their reli- 
gious regulations. 
There is a famous story told about 
these two rabbis. One day, a pupil 
called upon Shammai and asked the 


- rabbi to teach him the Law while he 


stood on one foot. The impatient 
Shammai angrily drove him out of the 


room, and the man went to Hillel's 
house and asked him the same ques- 
tion. The gentle Hillel answered: 
“What is hateful unto thee, do not 
unto thy neighbour. This is the whole 
Law, the rest is commentary.” 

I think you now can understand 
why the people mourned for this 
modest. noble man when he died, and 
why they said: “O pious man, O 
humble man, O worthy follower of 
Ezra.”

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The Housewife th Israel 


HAT are the differences 

in everyday life, I asked 

Mrs. Tillie Silman, between 
israel and England ? How do the 
women manage there, with what do 
they have to contend, on what do 
they feed their families? These 
are questions close to the heart of 
any housewife, be she in England 
or Israel, the United States or South 
Atrica. 


Mrs. Silman has been a housewife 


both here and in Israel, has known the . 


difficulties and the advantages of both, 
can speak with the unprejudiced out- 
look of a social worker, and has to 
live on an income that is fairly typical! 
of the higher-paid Israeli professional 
worker, 

The wife of a civil servant, she: is 
over here for a few weeks to help the 
Zionist Federation's ‘campaign for 
increased aliya. In Israel she works 
full. time for a national institution. 
But it was not about her work 
that I questioned Mrs. Silman, a 
middle-aged woman with a 20-year-old 
son who is just starting university in 
Israel, but about her work at home 
and how she meets difficulties that 
she never knew before she and her 
husband emigrated to Israel from 
Bradford in 1950. 

As a housewife in Jerusalem she 
finds that life is not so up-to-date as 
it might be in Haifa or Tel Aviv. 
She has, for instance, only © just 
acquired a gas stove, having cooked 
over paraffin for the last five years. 
She and her husband are part of a 
co-operative English-speaking com- 
munity which has built its own block 
of flats: each family takes turns in 
maintaining and running the building, 
which, though each flat consists of 
only four rooms, js considered a 
luxury block. As with most Israeli 
homes, the floors are tiled to keep 
the rooms cool during the very warm 
summers. Telephones are still a com- 
parative rarity ; and no wonder—they 
cost the equivalent of nearly £50 to 
install, and even then there is a long 
waiting-list. 


On the Credit Side 


On the credit side of life in Israe!, 
says Mrs. Silman, is the wondertul 
cleanliness. 
you have cleaned it, white curtains 
can hang for months without needing 
to be washed, coloured curtains and 
covers remain clean for years, There 
is no need for coal fires, and rugs 
replace fitted carpets, which are always 
dirt-catchers.” 

As a full-time worker Mrs. Silman 
needs some help at home during the 
day, and this, in contrast to the ser- 
vant problem as 
England, is comparatively easy to 
obtain. Very few housewives, except 
the very wealthy, have full-time help. 
but daily workers, though unskilled, 
are plentiful and cheap. 

Another help for the housewife iS 
the. gradually increasing. number of 


“ Silver stays bright once — 


we know it in. 


tradesmen who are willing to deiiver. 
With very few of the professional 
classes able to afford a car and with 
a scarcity of telephones, shopping has 
not been easy. But this is gradually 
improving, and Mrs. Silman’s local 
grocer, greengrocer, and butcher now 
deliver once a week. 

It was in the food situation that | 
found the greatest difference between 
the two countries. “Israel js now 
much as England was at the end of 
the war,’ Mrs. Silman told me. 
“ Meat is a costly luxury. ra 
meat is not a staple diet in Israel. 
the climate jis too hot. I can méke 
do, for three meals, with what an 
English housewife would use for one 
dinner. Although meat is rationed to 
about 100 grammes (4 02.) a month 
and costs I£1 (4s.) a kilo (2 Ib.). most 


people who can afford it buy meat on. 


the ‘free’ market, which means they 
are rationed by price only. So I have 
to try to make one kilo do for three 
meals—perhaps by mincing it.” 


Dinner for 15s. 


Working out a dinner menu in Israe! 
consisting of meat, potatoes, vege- 
tables, and a fruit dessert. we decided 
that the meal would cost at least [£34 
or [£4 (nearly 15s. sterling). But few 
people can afford this sort of a meal, 
particularly when one, remembers that 
the average wife of a professional man 
gets £30 sterling a month—at most 

for housekeeping. The answer is fish. 


Fieh in Israel is cheap and plentiful, 
and it 1s a common sight in’ Haifa, 


Jerusalem, or Tel Aviv to see women 
choosing their fish alive out of fresh- 
water tanks. One of the most popular 
kinds of fish 1s frozen, imported. trom 
Norway. Frozen fillets of halibut. 
cod, and haddock are practically a 
staple diet. 

Vegetables and salads too are widely 
used, and are becoming cheaper owing 
to the expanding irrigation schemes. 
Il was surprised to hear that the first 
bottled milk was produced only a few 


weeks ago—until. now it has. been 
delivered in tins. Butter, margarine, 
eggs, sugar—and meat—are still 


rationed: but all can be bought on 
the “free” market—~at a. price. 

The Israeli day starts at 7.30 or 
8 oclock in the morning: but, of 
course, the day ends about 3 o clock 
in the afternoon because of the heat, 
and most people go home. to lie down 
for a while. Because of these odd 
hours the main meal of the day comes 
about six in the evening, with just a 
snack in the afternoon when workers 
arrive home after a seven-hour day. 
This kind of arrangement makes things 
easy for the working wife and mother. 
who then has all afternoon to prepare 
dinner. and plenty of time to herself 
after the washing-up is done. 

So, while we hear about hardships 
in Israel, of lowered standards, and 
not enough food, we can take it from 
Tillie Silman that things are not really 
so bad and—what is more important-— 
are getting better all the time.

CURRY 


ALMOST anything can be curried ; 
poultry, fish, 
boiled eggs. 

If cooked meats are used they are 
added to the curry sauce after it has been 
cooked and just warmed _ through. 
Uncooked meats are cooked 1m the sauce. 
Dry. boiled rice is served with all curries 
and chutney should be handed separately. 


To Boil Rice for Curry 

Use Patna rice if available, as this is 
less starchy than Carolina, Wash the 
rice in a strainer under running water. 
Have ready a large pan of boiling water 
with salt to taste, and while it is boiling 
rapidly sprinkle the rice in slowly so as 
not to check the boiling. Stir with a 
fork, then boil rapidly until a grain 
feels tender when pinched between the 
finger and thumb—about 15-20 minutes. 
Strain through a sieve or colander (save 
the water for soup: or sauce). Pour 
boiling water through to separate the 
grains, then dry for a few minutes in a 
warm oven before serving.

Curry Sauce 


Stock, 1 pt.: cooking fat or dripping, 

2 oz.; curry powder, 1 tablespoonful ; 
vinegar or lemon juice, 2 teaspoonfuls ;

spoonful: sultanas, 1 tablespoonful; 1 
medium-sized onion and cooking apple.

The fish can be garnished with quarters 
of. hard-boiled eggs. Serve . chutney 
separately,

Minced beef, | Ib. : fresh breadcrumbs. 
2 oz.: chopped parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls ; 
grated onion, ‘1 tablespoonful; grated

| level tablespoonful; stock, 2. table- 
spoonfuls; 1 egg: salt and pepper. 

Mix all ingredients thoroughly. 
into a greased loaf tin, press 
firmly, cover with greased paper, and 
bake in a moderate oven about an hour:

steam for 14 hours. Serve with boiled 
rice and chutney.

Music 
MYRA HESS 


Ii was a very satisfying programme tat 
Myra Hess presented at the Festival Hall 
on Sunday afternoon. Two works b 
Bach, Schubert's “ Moments Mustcaux, 
and sonatas by Beethoven and. Brahms 
can make a feast, and this was a feast of 
very high quality. The “ Moments Musi- 
caux were played searchingly, so that 
even the third did not sound hackneyed 
or light, while the first, fifth, and sixth 
had depth beneath their. transparent 
texture. The Beethoven Opus 31, No. 2, 
and Brahms’s Opus 5 were a striking 
juxtaposition. In the. slow movement of 
the Beethoven there was a tendency for 
the music to stand still, but this was itself 
a reflection of the musical thought that 
Myra Hess found in it. The Brahms was 


the crown of the recital; it was not lack- 
ing in rugged splendour in the first move- 
ment, nor in pensive introspection in the 
second; the “ Ruckblick’’ movement 
charged the pensiveness with melancholy 
almost despairing. The last movement 
had all the expression of joy -which 
Brahms so obviously wished to convey. 


NEW MUSIC 
The generosity of Messrs. Boosey and 


Hawkes has enabled the Society for the 


Promotion of New Music to launch out 
into full-scale recitals at Wigmore Hall, 
such as the one held on Monday evening, 
when three’ quartets were played by the 
Wang Quartet. Of considerable interest 
was Joseph Horowitz's String Quarict 
No 4, written in 1953. which makes the 
bold and aot immediately — satisfying 
experiment of two slow outer movements 
with an inner allegro movement. Not 
immediately satisfying, because at the end 
one inevitably, by reason of experience 
and training, looks for something which 
this final movement could Mot give; a 
sense of fulfilment. Raymond Hockley's 
quartet. was, as the opening speaker, 
Arthur Jacobs, commented, too long and 
repetitious, and its good ideas were 
swamped. Not so Stanley Bate’s Second 
Quartet: a tersely written, direct and 
uninhibited piece of wholly pleasurable 
music, saying exactly whai ihe composer 
wanted to say, and stopping when he had 
said it. 


HIRSCH QUARTET 


At the Conway Hall on Sunday, the 
Hirsch String Quartet played quartets by 
Haydn, Ravel, and Beethoven. Haydn 
composed more than eighty string 
quartets, Beethoven sixteen, and Ravel 
produced one, Perhaps it is because 
there as only the one work in this medium 
from Ravel's pen that the Quartet went 
out of their way to make the most of 
what is in any case a magnificent work. 
The audience was rewarded with a_ per- 
formance at once sensitive, evocative, and 
imaginative in the subtlety of its phrasing. 
The performance earlier of Haydn's 
quartet in D Opus 71 was adequate, if 
no more, but in Beethoven's Quartet in 
C Sharp Minor, Opus 131, they found 
themselves once more playing with a 
sincerity and depth which revealed the 
magnificence of this sublime music.

Trade returns make a better showing, the 
pound continues to recover In terms of 
dollars, the American industrial boom 
continues unabated, to the benefit of U.K. 
export orders, company results, though 
not sensational, are satisfactory. When 
the anti-inflation remedies have done ther 
work a healthier position should arise 
which must. be reflected in gilt-edged 
stocks.

“Is there any real Jewish school of 
art?” This was one of the questions 
put to a Bnai Brith brains trust on 
art held in the Council room of the 
West London Synagogue, 
Place, W., on Monday. 

Bro. Rabbi C. E. Cassell, a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the B'nai B'rith, was in the chair, 
and the pane! consisted of Mr. Abram 
Games, the designer; Mr. Josef Herman 
and Mr. Fred Uhlman, the artists; and 
Mr. Charles Spencer, an art critic. 


One could not talk of an Anglo-Jewish 


art school, said Mr. Spencer. Angio- 
Jewish painters of the nineteenth century 
painted in the English tradition. 

Mr. Uhiman argued that because a 
Jew painted Jewish subjects tu did not 
follow that his works could be distin- 
guished for their Jewishness. 

Mr. Games said that since there was

RELIGION AND STATE. 


IN ISRAEL 
Broadcast Talk 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The struggle between religion and 
secularism in Israel was the subject of 
a talk given on the B.B.C. Third Pro- 
gramme, on Monday, by Mr. Joseph 
Finklestone, a member of the editorial 
staff of THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Stressing that at the moment Israel was 

a secular State and that her statesmen 
have tried to evolve @ form of society 
akin to that of Britain and the United 
Siates, Mr, Finklestone pointed out that 
the religious section had won some very 
important victories. Saturday was 
officially a day of rest, food in the armed 
forces had to be kosher, and in matters 
of marriage and divorce the rabbinic laws 
were being adhered to, Civil marriage 
in Israel, said the speaker, would have 


$plit the community beyond répair. 


After speaking of the religious Jews’ 
desire for a state based on the Torah 
and pointing out that the majority of 
Israelis did not at present desire to live 
in a theocratic State, Mr. Finklestone 
dealt with the reasons for the opposition 
of some rabbis to modern _ political 
Zionism. The rabbis had seen with 
horror, he said, a conception of Zionism 
which was bereft of the Torah. . . 

The speaker dealt with thé attitude of 
the religious and secular parties, and 
escribed the difficulties which had faced 
religious kibbutzim. There might be 
something in the criticism, he said, that 
the great rabbis had not’ given sufficient 
thought to the problem. of reconciling 
rabbinic Judaism with the needs of a 


modern State, but he pointed out that- 


the rabbis complained that most of. the 
demands for reform came from Jews who 
do not fully observe the Jewish religion 

Mr. Finklestone stressed that religious 
Jews would never cease to strive for a 
Jewish State .which. would embody. the 
principles of the Prophets and_— bring 
a“ the fulfilment of the Law in Eretz

ORIGINS OF MODERN 
JEWISH LIFE 


Dr. A. Spiro’s Lecture 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dr. Abram Spiro, Director of Jewish 
Studies to the Liberal Jewish Move- 
ment, gave the first.of his three lectures 
on “The Foundations of Modern 
Jewish Life,’ at the Liberal Jewish

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STEVENSON URGES U.N. BORDER PATROLS 
American Foreign Policy Condemned

New York 

The suggestion that United Nations 
guards should patrol the borders 
between the Arab States and Israel 
has been made by Mr. Adiai E. 
Stevenson, Democratic Party leader 
and Presidential candidate in 1952. 

in a_ foreign policy address. Mr. 
Stevenson criticised the Administration's 
foreign policy for “ lack of ingenuity and 
inventiveness. Unless sraeli-Arab 
clashes ceased, there was a danger of all- 
ou; war developing “while we debate 
which side was the aggressor.”

FRANCE RESUMES ARMS SHIPMENTS TO EGYPT

PARIS 

The decision of the French Govern- 

ment to resume arms shipments to 
Egypt. announced here last week-end, 
is based on the understanding that 
Cairo will cease to foment trouble in 
French North Africa. 

Already Cairo Radio has adopted a 
milder tone im its broadcasts to Tunisia, 
Algeria, and Morocco, and in. return 
French -weapons—Mystére jet fighters, 
hght tanks, and mortars, it is believed. to 
the value of £3,500,000—will shortly be 
arriving in Alexandria. : 

This deal has provoked some harsh 
criticism here. 

The apologists of the new French move 
take the line that if Colonel Nasser abides 
by his undertaking not to meddle in 


French North African affairs, then France 
will be able to establish a permanent 
friendly modus vivendi with the moderate 
Arab nationalists. | 

France, as an unflinching adversary of 
the Baghdad Pact, which wag-concluded 
without her even being consulted, wishes 
to strengthen the Arab opponents to the 
treaty, namely Egypt and Syria. She 
fears that she will be completely pushed 
out of the Middle East if all the Arab 
countries subscribe to the Baghdad Pact, 
and by allying herself with Egypt she is 
showing her determination to maintain 
her influence in the area against British 
and American rivalry. 

The French Government has indicated 
that .it will continue to fulfil its arms 
contracts with Israel, and that it hopes 
eventually to use its influence in the Arab 


world towards a peace settlement with 
Israel.
